GEN. WEYLER AND THE CATHOLICS. 


Row with the Bishop Which May Re- 
sult Seriously. 

Tampa, Fla., Nov. 14.—[{S8pecial.]—Accord- 
ing to well-authenticated reports by the 
latest arrivals from Cuba a serious rupture 
is imminent between the Spanish Govern- 
ment and the Catholic Church, Somatime 
ago, when Weyler ordered a number of 
public buildings in Havana vacated for hos- 
pital purposes, the convent of the Ursuline 
nuns was included. The Mother Superior, 
upon hearing of the intended desecration, 
communicated with Bishop Santander y 
Frutos of the Havana diocese. This divine 
called upon Gen, Weyler and asked him to 
rescind the order in this in§tance. He re- 
ferred to the sanctity of the vows the nuns 
had taken and these necessarily would be 
broken if they were ejected.. Weyler told 
him that he. had nothing to do with their 
vows, that he wanted the convent and that 


‘he must have it. » The Bishop said that he 


would never authorize the nuns to vacate, 
that the proceeding was sacreligious, and 
that Weyler was working his self-excom- 
munication m the church, 

The General told him that his orders had to 
be obeyed and that if they did not move 
quickly he would eject them. The prelate 
stated that they would leave at the point of 
the bayonet, that he would order them not to 
submit, that Weyler might be chief of his 
soldiers, but that he was chief of the re- 
ligious bodies under his charge. 

In a rage Weyler ordered the Bishop 
thrown into prison, but his secretary called 
his attention to the enormity of the sin he 
was about to commit and pointed out the 
complications likely to arise. The matter 
was dropped by Weyler, but the Bishop, it 
is said, left immediately for Rome to lay the 
matter before the Pope. If the church takes 
offense at the indignities offered its repre- 
sentatives their Influence is likely to be 
thrown to the Carlist party, Who are now 
agitating a revolution in Spain. The Carlists 
are the stanchest supporters of Catholicism 
in Spain and the natural inclination would

Weyler Falis Back on the Trocha. 

Key West, Fila., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—Ad- 
vices from Havana tonight, per steamer 
Olivette, are to the effect that Captain- 
General Weyler has fallen back to the 
trocha after an ineffectual attempt to dis- 
ludge Maceo. 

Weyler has under him nearly 30,000 troops 
and is said to be arranging a new plan of 
campaign by which he hopes to crush Maceo. 
It is said Weyler’s new plan contemplates 
throwing a circle of the troaps about Maceo 
and gradually drawing in the circle until 
the Cuban chief is brought to bay and is 
crushed. 

Further detaila have been received in 
Havana of the attack on the insurgents by 
the Spanish under Gens.

These details 
show that the Spanish won no great victory 
as alleged in the dispatches sent out by 
Weyler.

When the latt?r 
approached, the insurgents exploded the 
dynamite and many Spaniards were killed 
and wounded.

Gen. Lee Talks Regarding War. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—Gen. Fite- 
hugh Lee, Consul-General of the United 
States to Cuba, returned here this evening 
from Virginia and, while not denying the 


possibility of war with Spain, expressed the / 


opinion that the reports that an open ruptur’¥ 
was imminent and that consequent prepara; 
tions for trouble were being made by both 
countries might be greatly exaggerated. He 
sald he had no knowledge of immediate dan- 
ger of hostility, though of course there was 
great feeling against this country among 
some Spaniards who thought that withour 
filibustering ald and comfort: from here tha 
rebellion might @asily be suppressed. 

“I do not believe,” said he, “ that thore 
has been any massing of armament in Cuba 
with a view to possible trouble with the 
United States. The Spanish may be improv- 
ing their defenses wherever possible, : but 
it does not necessarily imply expectation of 
war. The United States is steadily strength- 
ening its fortifications and defense works, 
but it is an old maxim that says ‘ In time of 
peace prepare for war.’ 

“The Spanish officials said nothing to me 
that indicated an expectation of war. The 
only thing that could be construed to give 
that impression is the mounting of a battery 
of heavy sea coast guns along the coast 
above Havana. There are from twelve to 
fifteen of these, that extend perhaps a mile 
or a mile and a half north of the limits of the 
city proper. These point to sea and not to- 
ward the insurgents. In case of attack it 
is possible these might be made to supple- 
ment the defense given by Moro Castile 
Cabanas and Riena, and other forts. 

“The Spanish authorities rather censure 
the United States for not strictly enforcing 
the neutrality laws, and many think, that as 
the sympathy of this country is more with 
the insurgents than with the Spanish, our 
government does not want to take the proper 
precautions to prevent expeditions leaving 
United States seaports and landing in Cuba. 
I told the Spanish authorities that they must 
remember that there was an immense exient 
of sea coast here, with innumerable inlets 
and places where expeditions could be con- 
centrated and embarked. From the trouble 
which they themselves had to prevent the 
landing of such expeditions on the Cuban 
coast, notwithstanding the fact that their 
gunboats and other vessels were constantly 
patrolling the coast and on the lookout for 
filibusters, some idea could be formed of the 
comparative ease with which the United 
States authorities could be evaded. With 
the comparatively small Cuban coast line I 
know of only one big expedition—that of the 
Three Friends—which had been captured by 
them. Yet this country has ceriainly pre- 
vented the starting of at least a half dozen 
big expeditions for the island.” 


Another Official Victory. 

The Spanish Minister, Seflior Dupuy de 
Lome, is in receipt of the following cable- 
gram from the Duke of Tetuan, Mirister of 
State, Madrid: 

* Madrid, Nov. 13.—The Rebels were at- 
tacked in the hills by forces commarnded by 
Gens.

Dublin, Nov. 14.—‘* Jones,” the govern- 
ment spy who created such a sensation yes- 
terday at Bow Street Policé Court when he 
testified against Edward J. Ivory, the alleged 
Irish-American dynamiter, was in this city 
within the last fortnight... He tried to estab- 
lish relations of a sengational character with 
persons who aré supposed to hold extreme 
political views.

And it requires no expert mathema- 
ticlan to deduce from this pair of facts the 
circumstance that Mr. Mason will be the 
duly elected Senator from Illinois at the 
conclusion of the second ballot. 

It is interesting to inspect the sources on 
which Mr. Mason draws in securing the in- 
crease from sixty-two to seventy-six votes 
between the first and second ballots. It is 
claimed that this gain of fourteen will come 
principally from those districts which on the 
first ballot will vote for Congressman Hitt 
and Clark E. Carr. It is claimed the first 
ballot will make it apparent that neither of 
these men stands any show in the race, and 
inasmuch as Mason was named in the nom- 
inating conventions as second choice, there 
can be no doubt that these votes will go to 
him, Seven of these votes will come from 
Hitt’s districts, and three from Carr’s.

MILLIONS IN A PATENTED ENGINE. 


Grant Brambel, 2 Minnesota Inventor, 
Makes Himself Both Famous and 
ree: . Wealthy. 


St. Paul, Minn... Noy. 14.—[Special.]—A 
small rotary engine of novel design has been 
invented by Grant Brambel of Sleepy Eye, 
Minn., for patent.of which H. F. Allen of 
London, President of an engineering syndic- 
ate, has offered him $1,600,000. 

The engine does away entirely with the 
crank motion of the steam engine, a most 
desirable, Dut to-all intents and purposes 
an impossible thing todo. The engine uses 
its own plunger for a cut off. The engine is 
steam tight, and requires no ring packing. 
It can be made marine type, and of course 
can be either simple or compound. 

It is not a cheap Inachine, although it costs 
very much less than the ordinary engine. 
It weighs less and occupies only a fraction 
of the epace of the old style engine. Mr. 
Brambel says: ‘‘When anyone can buiid 
a fifty horse-power engine that may be car- 
ried around in a hand satchel he has some- 
thing that is very valuable, particularly 
when that engine is adapted to any and all 
kinds of work wherever power is used. 
The Brambel engine of fifty horse-power, 
weighing less than a hundred pounds, may 
be attached to the end of the armature of a 
dynamo and all the belting done away with, 
or a Brambel engine not larger than a com- 
mon saucer could be attached to a creamery 
separator, and set it whirling at the rate of 
6,500 revolutions a minute. The largest of 
these engines, 250 horse-power in size, is les¢ 
than a foot wide at the base and eighteen 
inches high. It is in use in a dynamo-reocm 
at Trenton, N. J., and the firm gay they 
never had a more satisfactory machine. 
The patent was obtained a yeat ago, since 
which time several machines have been bulit 
and put into use.”’ —

MAN AND MONEY YANISH IN A TRICE 


Henry Berger Flashes His Roll in a 
Clark Street Resort and Now 
the Police Seek Him. 


- Henry Bérger, a market gardener, who 
came to Chicago last Tuesday from near 
Lincdin, Néb., and was on his way to visit 
his old home tn Germany, disappeared in a 
most fiystericus manner from a shooting 
gallery at No. 0 North Clark street early 
last evening. As he had over $1,800 In his 
pocket at the time foul play is suspected. 
The mystery is deepened by the fact that 
the missing man vanished from the elbow of 
a companion, and while a number of others 
were standing around. 

Rergér, wlio is elderly, has no friends, ac- 
quaintances, or relatives in Chicag). He 
came here with William Seibert, who for- 
merly kept a saloon at Thirty-first street 
and Indiana avenue. They met in a hotel in 
St. Louis,’ and Seibert befriended the old 
man on the trip to Chicago, taking him to 
the California Hotel, Thirtieth and State 
streets, when they arrived in this city. 

Last night at 6 o’clock, accompanied by 
Seibert, the old man entered the Clark street 
shooting gallery. Berger took out his wallet, 
displaying a roll of bills, when he paid for 
the shots. 

Mr. Séibert made change with the keeper, 
and When he turned about Berger was no- 
where to be seen. Sevéral rough-looking 
characters who had been seen about the 
place disappeared at the same moment, 

Seibert kept a clear head and at once began 
to search for his friend. No trace could be 
found of him anywhere, and Seibert conclud- 
ed the old man had been taken away to some 
lonely spot beneath the bridge approach or 
on the docks, and perhaps knocked on the 
head and then thrown into the river after 
his pockets had been rified. He then hur- 
ried to the Central Police Station and made 
a report of the matter to Capt. Elliott, who 
at once detailed detectives on the case and 
caused a dispatch giving full details to be 
sent to every police station in the city. 

The companion of the missing man could 
give the police but little information con- 
cerning Berger. 
recently disposed of considerable property 
near Lincoln, Neb., realizing a large amount 
of money. 

Berger had secured several letters of credit 
for use in Berlin, and had left Nebraska with 
$2,500 in cash in his possession. He left Ne- 
braska about a month ago, and Seibert met 
him at a hotel near the Union depot in. St. 
Louis, As both wete traveling to Chicago 
they became friends and companions when 
the journey was commenced. 

Since they arrived in Chicago they have 
visited points of interest together. Seibert 
says Berger has several grown children liv- 
ing near Lincoln, on farms near the one 
Berger occupied while there. 

Efforts made by the detectives toward solv- 
ing the mystery have been without result. 

The proprietor of the California Hotel 
knows nothing about Berger save that he 
came there with Selbert, who, it is said, has 
been successful in recent mining enterprises 
in and about Cripple Creek, Colo.

DIFFER ON SCHOOL BONDS 


MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION GIVE THEIR VIEWS. 


Seme Favor -the Suggested Issue of 
$23,000,000 te Erect New Buildings, 


and Believe Such an Act Would Be 


Within the Constitutional Limita- 
tion—Others Think the Proposition 
Will Never Come Up and Oppose 
Raising Money by Such Means. 


In view of the fact that the Board of Edu- 
cation was fimited by the City Council to 
$1,000,000 for building purposes in 1807 4 
number of members of the board were 
asked yesterday by a reporter for TH® TRIB- 
UNE whether they would favor the issue of 
$3,000,000 of bonds by the board, in order 
that it might carry on its building opera- 


tions next year as heretofore. They wey 


also asked whether the provision of t 
State Constitution Mmiting the bonded in- 
debtedness of cities to 5 per cent of the tax- 
able property would make such an issue of 
bonds unconstitutional. 

The views expressed were somewhat va- 
rious, but the majority seemed to be op- 
posed to such a means of.raising money, 
and to think there was little probability it 
would ever be proposed in the board in any 
of its committees. - 

The opinions expressed were as follows: 


Favors the Proposition. 

H. H. Gross—I am warmly in favor of the 
Board of Education issuing $3,000,000 of 
bonds at once in order that the purchase of 
sites and the erection of school buildings 
may go on next year’as usual. The $1,00v,- 
000 allowed by the Council will be swal- 
lowed up by permanent repairs, and the 
renting of temporary quarters, and there 
will be nothing left fornew schools. Ithink 
as these improvements would be enjoyed 
mainly by the next generation, the expense 
of them ought to be saddiled,on the next gen- 
eration. I have no idea that such issue of 
bonds would be unconstitutional. - 

Money Enough. 

Thomas Brenan—I would be opposed to the 
issue of bonds by the Board of Education if 
any member of the board was urging it. 
Supt. Lane, I know, has been urging such a 
policy for years, but I never heard of any 
member of the board approving it. I have 
no idea it will ever be proposed either in the 
board or in the committees. The City Coun- 
cil has given us our allowance, and it is our 
business to live within our means and make 
them go as far as we can. re have all the 
money we need for educational purposes, 
and I think we can get along, too, on what 
has been allowed us for building purposes. 
At any rate, I would never be in favor of lay- 
ing any additional burdens on the people who 
are to come after us. 


Reaches the Limit. 


I may add, however, I do not believe the 
board would have the power to issue these 
bonds. The city has reached ita constitu- 
tional limit of bonded obligation, and the 
Board of Education is a part of the City 
Government. The board cannot sue or be 
sued, except in the name of the city. The 
deeds for school property ali run to the city. 


The city only gtants our levies, and must | 


approve every appropriation for buildings 
and grounds. The city even appoints the 
members of the board. 

I do not therefore see the sense of any one 
pretending that we are an independnt cor- 
poration. But if we are a part. of the City 
Government then the constitutional restric- 
tion on the bonded obligations of cities 
would prevent us from issuing bonds. Even 
if it did not certainly apply the least. doubt 
about it woyld make the bonds unealable, 
and unde rps circumstances it would be a 
year.or mére before we could issue bonds, 
have the courts pass on them, and then sell 
them. So the whole tdea, if it were enter- 
tained, would be nonsénseé. 

Sees Constitutional Objections. 

George E. Adams—This subject is entirely 
new tome. I never heard of it before, in the 
board or out of it, and therefore cannot 
express any opinion that would not be sub- 
ject to revision after further consideration. 
I would not be opposed, perhaps, to issuing 
bonds if there were no constitutional ob- 
stacles. But it seems to me we are ina 
dilemma in regafd to this constitutional 
restriction. If the Bourd of Education is a 
part of the city government, clearly we can- 
not issue such bonds,.because the city has 
reached the constitutional limit. On the 
other hand, if the board is not a part of the 
city, it has no right to subject its employés 
to the regulations of the city Civil Service 
Commission. But I am inclined to consider 
the board a part of the city government. 


Reached the Limit. 


Otto C. Schneider—I would not object to 
bonding the next generation in order to 


| provide it with thé necessary school build- 


ings and grounds if ft were practicable. But 
I have never heard it-proposed, and I never 
expect to, hecause the board is certainly a 
part of the city government, and the city 
has reached its constitutional limit in the 
issue of bonds. 
board is not a part of the city government, 
that would defeat the project for putting it 
under the Civil Service Commission, I can- 
not see that the board can do anything but 
live within its means. We might reduce 
salaries all around, but we could not raise 
more than $500,000 by a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion, 


Never Heard of It. 


John 8S. Miller—I never heard this issue of 
bonds proposed, and am not inclined to think 
it necessary. As to the constitutional ques- 
tion involved, I have never investigated it 
nor given it a moment’s thought, ro I must 
decline to express any opinion about it. 

Db. R. Cameron and Joseph W. Errant were 
in favor of issuing bonds, and had no doubt 
whatever of the constitutionality of it. 
Pres'dent Halle, on the other hand, is under- 
stood to oppose it, but Was out of the city 
yesterday.

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NOW ADMITS HER HUSBAND IS DEAD. 


Mrs. John Bauer Gives Up Hope of Re- 
storing Life and Arranges for 
the Funeral. 


Mrs. John Bauer yesterday morning ac- 
knowledged there was little or no hope of 
resuscitating her husband, and ceased to 
put hot applications to his feet. Dr. Joseph 
Wolfgarten, No. 3856 State street, called and 
signed the death certificate, giving as the 
cause of death a complication: of liver and 
stomach complaints. 

Mrs. Bauer went to see J. J. Brooks, under- 
taker, at Halsted and Sixty-ninth streets, 
and he promised to take the body to the 
Grand Trunk railway provided the County 
Agent would supply a casket. This was at 
first pfomised, but Mr. Brooks was later in- 
formed if the county undertaker sent out a 
box the body would have to be taken to 
Dunning for interment. 

Mrs. Bauer is a Roman Catholic and de- 
sires to have the body buried in St. Mary’s 
Cemetery, where she has secured a free lot. 
Mr. Brooks sald he would wait until this 
morning, and, if necessary, secure a cheap 
casket and give it free of charge. 

A friend of Mrs. Bauer visited her on Fri- 
day night.and held a mirror in front of the 
dead man’s face and claimed to have seen 
moisture, but. hope was wholly dissipated by 
the physician. He, however, said Mrs. 
Bauer might keep the bedy seventy-two 
hours—that is; up to 2 p. m. today—if she 
desired. 

Bauer had been in bad health over a year. 
He once visited Dr. Alexafder Dowie, and 
his wife said hé returned much improved, 
but was just as bad as ever within three 
weeks. When he got sick the last time she 
telephoned Dr. Dowie, but he refused to at- 
tend unless he was promised Bauer would 
not smoke or drinkinthefuture. The prorm- 
ise could not be secured.

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QNEXPECTED VICTORY OF THE MA- 
| MOONS OVER NORTHWESTERN. 


| ) 
@tagg’s Eleven Outplays the Evanston 
' Team and Keeps the Ball in Its Ter- 
ritory—Spectators Astonished by 
the Remarkable Showing of the 
‘ Peuam from the Midway—Puts Up an 
Exhibition of Football Which 
Would Do Credit to the Best Teams. 


Football at its best is a variable quantity, 
and this season it is more difficult than usual 
to place a fixed value upon any team. Chi- 
eago University astonished itself and every- 
body else by defeating Northwestern 18 to 6 
on the Northwestern field yesterday after- 
moon, thus demonstrating that its football 
eleven is a variable of indefinite limits. One 
day it cannot class with the smaller elevens 
of the country, and another day it is among 
the best in the country. Yesterday was one 
of the days when it was at its superior limit, 
and by its play entitled itself to rank with 
give best team in the West. 

Northwestern lost the game. It was no 
Guke nor chance which brought about the 
defeat, but clean playing on the part of Mr. 
Biagge’s much-criticised Maroons. The 
score does not even indicate the extent of the 
G@efeat, for Chicago would have had two more 
touchdowns if its players had not fumbled 
when the ball was almost over the line. So 
far as good playing is concerned, two more. 
touchdowns were earned, and the fumbles 
caused universal sorrow to the Chicago con- 
tingent, which believed until the second half 
was well under way that Northwestern 
would again be victorious. 


Northwestern Concedes Defeat. 
Besides this, Northwestern quit the,game, 
 gatistied it was beaten, four and one-half 


minutes before time was up, and the Maroons | 


had the ball. It wa# moonlight then, and

The two men in brown, Potter and Van

Maroon waved froma 
dew tallyhos and carriages, and at intervals 
in the crowd a splash of the glowing color 
enlivened the more somber effect of the toss- 
ing knots and bangers of purple. A man 
qith a bugle in one of the tallyhos played 
‘They May Have Seen Better Days ’’ when 
Mr. Stagge’s Waterloo veterans came upon 
the field.

Cc Begins Its Work, 

The second half opened and the Maroons 
went at it again. Slowly the ball was pushed 
down the fleld only to be lost and taken back 
@gain, but finally, one yard at a time, the 
éleven from the Midway pushed its way up 
to the. goal line and then Hamill went over 
ami a goal was kicked. The score was tied 
‘and there was a rush for the players by 
Maroon enthusiasts. But whi another 

_ teuchdown was made ang the ball staid 
in Northwestern territory the Maroons’ de- 
light was unbounded and a dazed expression 
gradually came over the Evanston specta- 
tors as they realized that the team, defeated 
46 to 6, was surely defeating the claimants 
for Western championship honors, and not 
only defeating but outplaying it at all points. 
When the.third touchdown was made the 
Purple eleven gave up hope and quit the 


game. 

' Prof. A. Alonzo Stagg galloped up and 
down the side lines; He could find ~ ade- 

~quate means of expressing his feelings on 
the subject. His team had at last honored 
him with a victory which is of more impor- 
‘tance than any yet won in Chicago this year 
and he was correspondingly happy. 

Northwestern students tried to figure it 

out, but couldn't, for the team played 
in its usual form, “ 46to6." “‘ It's our luck,” 
they said. “ We never can beat Chicago in 
the second game.

HOW CHICAGO BEAT NORTHWESTERN 


Capt. Van’s warriors. 


‘echnical Description of the Plays 
Which Scored the Victory. 
The game started at just 2:30, when Hersch- 
berger’s toe met the oval at the center of the 
Northwestern field and. drove it to Van 
Doozer on Northwestern's ten-yard line. Van 
Doozer made a clean catch and after aa- 
vancing ten yards punted back to Hersch- 
berger, who was tackled by Seiberts on Chi- 
cago’s 45-yard line. 
Chicago startéd the game in poor style by 


. losing the ball to’Northwestern on its own | 


_ 60-yard line. This feat was accomplished 
by two rank fumbles and a line buck by 
Zierschberger. Northwestern immediately 
‘started its line bucking tactics by which it 
‘won .the former Chicago. game, but was 
surprised to find the line which before they 
‘had punctured with ease now holding like 
$teel armor plate. ; ! 
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At this point it looked as though the game 
would be a repetition of that of three weeks 
ago, and the purple sympathizers settied 
back in their seats and commenced to make 
ealculations as to the amount of the score 
which their team would pile up. Herschber- 
ger again kicked off and this time Potter 
secured the ball, but returned it by a neat 
punt to Northwestern's thirty-yard line. Chi- 
cago again had the ball, and as it slowly but 
surely advanced it down the meadow by the 
repeated rushes of Gardner and Roby at the 
line and Herschberger, Hamill, and Kennedy 
around the ends, it began to dawn on the 
spectators that perhaps Chicago could play 
football after all. Chicago was given tén 
ards for off-side play, which, aided by 
Flovachbaraer's eighteen-yard sprint, brought 
the ball to Northwestern’s ten-yard line. 
Here Northwestern fought hard and in the 
scrimmage Andrews was injured and re- 
laced by Flagg. 
Hersthberger then dropped back for an 
easy try at a drop kick for goal, but made a 
miserablefumble and Potter secured the ball. 
Northwestern then succeeded in advancing 
the ball about fifteen yards by the rusnes of 
its backs, but finding Chicago's line firm Van 
punted to Chicago's forty-five-yard line. 


Try Evanston’s Own Game. 

Here Chicago again started its hard buck. 
ing tactics, which proved too rough for the 
Methodist youths, and gradually Chicago 
again advanced the oval to Northwestern’s 
fifteen-yard line, where Kennedy, follow- 
ing his Captain’s example, dropped the ball, 


and Seberts secured it for the Purple. After’ 


a few rushes Van Doozer was forced to punt 
out of danger. 

These tactics were continued for the re- 
mainder of the half, Chicago keeping the 
war in the enemies’ territory until time was 
called with the ball at Northwestern's fifty- 
yard line. 

The crowd awoke to the fact the game 
Was not so one-sided as it was supposed it 
would be, and the Purple adherents suc- 
ceeded In placing severa! dollars on the re- 
sult at edds of 4 and 5 to.2. 

The gecond half opened withPotter kick- 
ing ‘off to Clark, who passed the ball on a 
criss-cross to Herschberger, who netted ten 
yards before he was tackled by Hunter. 
Both teams then exchanged civilities in the 
punting line, which resulted in Chicago’s ad- 
vantage, as the Maroons obtained the ball 
on Northwestern’s thirty-five-yard line. 

Chicago's backs then advanced it to their 
opponents’ fifteen-yard line, and for twen- 
ty minutes the ball remained within twenty 
yards of Northwestern’s goal, until at last 
one of Van Doozer’s punts was blocked by 
Roby. The ball bounded back toward North- 


western's. goal, and Roby fell on it within . 


two yards of the line. — 

Gardner hit the line for one yard, and then 
Hamill was pushed over, amid the cheers 
of the Midway sympathizers, Herschberger 
kicked goal, and the score was tied at 6. 

Potter kicked off to Clark on Chicago’s 
fifteen-yard line, who was downed by Hun- 
ter With no gain.. Herschberger punted 
back to Chicage’s fifty-yard line, and Van 
returned it to the forty-yard line. Hersch- 
berger again punted to Brown, who ran 
back, and was tackled by Clark on North- 
western’s ten-yard line. At this juncture 
Coy took Kennedy’s place at right half, and 
Shevpard took Brown’s place at full back. 

’ Sheppard Goes In. 

Great things were predicted of ‘*‘ Shep’s ”’ 
punting, and he was put in-.to vie with 
Hersehberger in that line, but his only 
chance at the ball resulted in a rank failure. 
He managed to drive the ball five yards 
when Chicago obtained possession of it at 
Northwestern's thirteen yard line. 

itdner hit the center with no gain. Lef- 
fingwell made six yards on a crisscross, 
Roby netted four more around left end, and 
then he was pushed over ihe line for Chica- 
Herschberger again 
kicked goal and Northwestern’s hopes were 
killed by the score of 12 to 6 in Chicago’s 
favor. 

It was so dark the players could not teil 
friend from foe nor keep track of the ball. 
Potter kicked off to Hamill, who gained six 
yards. Gardner made four more, and then 
Hamill made his brilliant run of twenty-five 
yards, which was immediately followed by a 
still more dashing one by Roby of thirty 
yards and a touchdown. lHerschberger 
again succeeded in his try for goal. score, 
Chicago. eighteen, Northwestern six.

South American Immigration. 

A Sun reporter at'Genoa writes that the 
government ’ prohibition. of emigration to 
Brazil had: the natural effect of,diverting 
the stream to other channels. Each steamer 
from Brazilian ports brings several hundreds 
of returning, disillusionized ‘Italians, but 
each outgoing vessel to South America takes 
away many more. During October thirty 
ships carried emigrants bound for:+Monte- 
video and Buenos Ayres. The aggregation 
was 18,000, and this_month already 12,000 
more have embarked:for the same destina- 
tion. These figures apply only to Genoa, 
and doubtless as many emigraiits'left Naples 
and Palermo during the’ Same period. The 
totals at Genoa are larger than at any time 
ine the last ten years. The government is 
seriously alarmed, and nobody would be sur- 
prised if the pretext is found to prohibit 
emigration to the whole of South America, 
for every able-bodied male emigrant means 
one soldier less at a time when Italy feels 
she may suddenly find herself in want of 
every man capable of bearing arms. 


Escape from the Harem. 

The Sultan has had an annoying domestic 
upset to add to his troubles. It has been 
rumored for weeks past that something 
serious has occurred in his Majesty’s harem, 
for the chief eunuch has had frequent audi- 
ences with the Sultan, and Izzet Bey is 
known to have been folding a secrét in- 
quiry involving the examination of a large 
number of the harem officials. 

It is now learned on what seems reliable 
authority that the trouble had its origin 
in the eternal Armenian difficulty. The 
Sultan had in his harem three young Ar- 
menian women, and when the news of the 
last massacre in the streets of the capital 
penetrated within the harem the Turkish 
Circassian women maltreated the Armeni- 
ans so brutally that they resolved upon the 
desperate expedient of flying from the 
harem. Escape of that sort is virtually un- 
precedented, but the young women man- 
aged to get out, and not a trace. has since 
been found of them. Two old harem slaves, 
both Armenians, confessed under torture 
to aiding the fugitives, but were unable to 
gay where they took refuge. The slaves 
were quietly killed, and the same fate un- 
doubtedly awaits the fugitives if captured. 
The impression prevails in Constantinople 
that they found asylum in one of the em- 
bassies, and the Sultan satisfied’ himself 
that that is the only possible explanation 
of the failure of his agents to find them. 


Meager Contributions. 

Six weeks ago the Spaniards resident in 
London assembled in public meeting and 
resolved to raise a fund for the relief of the 
wounded in Cuba and the Philippines, and 
for the sustenance of their widows and or- 
phans. There was much patriotic fervor and 
talk of raising millions and millions of pese- 
tas. Proffered help from outsiders was al- 
most scornfully declined. Duty required the 
Spaniards to succor their own distressed folk 
and the Spaniards would do their duty un- 
aided. Now there is good reason to believe 
that the fund failed: miserably. A few rich 
men subscribed pretty liberally, but the bulk 
of the Spanish colony has ignored the ap- 
peal, The Spanish Consuls at Manchester,

The gunboat - Goronamah, whith 
forms the whole navy of the black republic, 
has fired several times upon British steam- 
ers with what are described as the poorest 
excuses, while the officers of the republic 
delight in. putting obstacles in the way 
of commerce. 

It is declared that the internal affairs of 
Liberia are in constant turmoil and there 
is frequent sharp fighting between the na- 
tives and authorities? The Liberian Govern- 
ment is trying to compel the inhabitants of 
the Kroo coast to pay taxes. When they 
refuse, as they often do, the Goronamah 
comes along and bombards villages. The 
other side of the story has not been heard 
yet, but British interests “are getting 
ready to demand the interference of Great 
Britain with this little republic.”’ 


Eniperor William to Kruger. 

Lord Lonsdale in an extraordinary speech 
this week made public the German Emper- 
or’s side of the last winter’s Transvaal affair. 
Speaking, he said, with the Kaiser's di- 
rect authority on most points, he declared 
that just before the Jameson raid Kriger 
asked: the German Emperor to assist him. 
The Kaiser declined to - interfere. The 
Boers defended themselves quite success- 
fully without aid, andewhen the Kaiser con- 
gratulated the victorious Kruger it was, as 
Lonsdale expressed it, “really very little 
more than congratulating the manager of a 
bank on having resisted numbers of raiders 
who‘attempted to take bullion.”’ 

L6nsdale himself could not see much dif- 
ference. ‘‘I think,” said he, “that if his 
Majesty had realized what the feeling of 
England was and what the feeiing would 
eventually be he would not have sent a tele- 
gram, but it is perfectly certain, and I have

Small Buying of American Securities. 

While the London market for American 
securities has kept abreast of New York 
quotations, there has not been a strong buy- 
ing movement on the part of investors, nor is 
there likely to be one so long as.the money 
market is tight. With the bank rate at 4 
per cent, there is no money for foreign in- 
vestment, and dealings in American shares 
are mainly confined to speculators. 

Experts do not look for any large European 
investment in American stocks before Jan- 
uary, when gold is expected to return and 
the money market to be easier. 

No change in the Hank rate is probable this 
year, unless the British Government finds it 
necesary to send a large amount of gold to 
India, as is now considered possible rather 
than probable. 

Silver Falls to Its Lowest Point. 

The price of silver hap fallen this week to 
78% cents, the lowest point ever reached in 
India, and the markets there are threatened 
with a downpour of silver from distressed 
provinces on the verge of starvation. The 
steady rise of exchange, now at the highest 
point in many years, and the quotations of 
the rupee seem to imply the necessity for the 
export of gold to India (as the most re- 
munerative method of making remittance). 
A great shrinkage in the buying power in 
India and a curtailment of the tmport trade 
are inevitable, and a large expenditure for 
‘government works in the faminestricken 
districts cannot be avoided. If gold be ex-

Rumors of the impending outbreak of 
another so-called “jingo” campaign in 
America over the Cuban question have pro- 
duced little impression here.

COLD WATER ON A TRUST 


BRICK MEN MEET, BUT ADJOURN FOR 
A BETTER ATTENDANCB. 


Committee of Three, Headed by George 
Hinchliff, Holds a Prespectus for 
Future Consideration —Pian Is to 
Consolidate Chicago Piants and 
Issue Stock Against Their Valua- 
tions—Views of Those Who Advo- 
eate the Project. 


Cold water was thrown yesterday upon the 
reputed brick trust project, in which George 
Hinchliff and other Chicago manufacturers 
have been busying themselves, but the pro- 
moters say the consequent dampness is only 
temporary. 

A meeting was held yesterday afternoon in 
Room 212, Chamber of Commerce Bulild- 
ing, to hear the report of a committee ap- 
pointed a week before, but because of slim 
attendance it was concluded to defer the re- 
port. 

The committee was charged with the 
preparation of a prospectus or plan on which 
the proposed company was to be organized. 
The leaders in the movement and those who 
composed the committee are George Hinch- 
liff of the Hinchliff Brick company, L. H. 
Harland of the Harland Brick company, and 
Thomas 8. Dobbins, President of the Pur- 
ington Brick company. 

The meeting leading up to that looked for 
yesterday was called a week ago through 
the Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange. W. 
H. Alsip presided and George Hinchliff was 
secretary. A number of leading manufact- 
urers attended, and much secrecy was ob- 
served. 

Some of those who did not apear to hear 
the committee’s report yesterday expressed 
themselves as feeling little interest in the 
project. , 


Vainly . Await the Missing. 


For an hour after the time set for the meet- 
ing. only six representatives of the man- 
ufacturers had appeared. The meeting was 
called to order, however, and then it was 
decided not to read the committee’s report 
until a better attendance could be secured, 
and in the meantime missionaries will be sent 
out to‘try to convert some of the opponents 
of the scheme. 

The plan the committee proposes is to have 
all the brick.companies in Chicago and Cook 
‘County assessed at their real value and then 
to issue stock to the owners of the plants fo 
the amount of the value of these, thereby 
forming one great stock company for selling 
brick in Chicago. 

One of the large manufacturers who op- 
pose the scheme is Michael Meyers, who said 
yesterday he had been making brick all year 
and selling it and was making a profit. .He 
said he was opposed to the forming of what 
he considered nothing’ more for less than a 
trust. The .persons who were anxious to go 
into. the combination were those who had 
brick yards so far away that they could not 
compete with those more favorably situated. 
He expressed the belief that the plans would 
fall through, for those who had kept their 
plants running did not feel like sacrificing 
their business to help others, 

Another class, he said, who opposed it were 
the small manufacturers, who can’see noth- 
ing in it but a “! freeze out.”’

Mr. Hinchliff; who is the father of the 
plan, said the facilities for making brick 


were so great that if the demand should | 


double it would not equal the supply, and as 
long as that was the case, brick would be 
selling as at present, so that no profit could 
be made. 

He said it was proposed, if their plan suc- 
ceed, to dismantle some of the plants and 
manufacture only enough brick to supply 
the demand. He said if one company could 
handle the brick in Chicago, expenses could 
be reduced so that there would be a profit 
at the present selling price. 

A. M. Neymann, who represented Wahl 
— at the meeting, did not stay long. He 
said: 

‘““Some fool has put something in the 
papers about a brick trust, and I think that 
has caused many to stay away from the 
meeting.’’

God said, “ Let there be light, and there was 
light." Unnumbered centuries have passed since 
the clouds and mists were lifted which left the 
moist earth exposed for che first time to the shining 
surface of the sun. During the summer of 1896 
Goa saw that evil men had ‘combined in vain 
attempt to defeat his plans in the United States, 
and he egain changed the phases of the sun. He 
hung different climates over all parts of the earth 
and readjusted the world’s crops. Almést im- 
mediately the hungry nations began to buy our 
products and burdened the buoyant messengers 
of ocean with gold for our coasts. That gold ar- 
rived in the hour of crisis. If ever special 
Providence did come to this planet, it came on be- 
half of the United States during the period which 
terminated on the evening of the 3d day of No- 
vember, and even worldly men, heretofore without 
religion in their souls, now stop in pious medita- 
tion and glow with gratitude when they think of 
the miracle which has just rescued this republic. 

Therefore, as each year goes by, at eventide of 
every anniversary of the 34 day of November, let 
good men and good women stop their work and 
stand transfigured in their respective fields of 
labor with heads bowed and hearts hushed when 
they hear the Angelus. 

But Providence is not working alone in favor of 
the United States. All human influences are now 
in harmony therewith. International tranquillity 
is placing the most solid foundation possible un- 
der the confidence of foreign peoples. The fact 
that England and the United States have extri- 
cated themselves from the savage inheritance of 
centuries and have risen to a lofty policy of arbi- 
tration has strengthened the spirit of peace with 
all foreign governments. Improvements of the 
modern machinery of war and the velocity of 
these electric times have disclosed such ap- 
palling capacity of destruction that humanity is 
compelled to protect itself against ambitious gov- 
ernments. War has come to such perfection that 
it has conquered itself, and henceforth cannot be 
resorted to by civilized nations. The Monetary 
Trust predicts that important nations will not 
come into armed conflict in this generation. This 
puts the Old World at rest in massive tranquillity. 
Out of: that tranquil condition confidence will de- 
velop, world wide. That confidence will untie the 
musty money bags of the old civilization, and the 
hoarded gold will not: only come to us for our 
products, because its people need them, but will 
come to us for our securities, because they believe 
in us. 

The recent increased exportation of our manu- 
factured products has wakened competing coun- 
tries to a realization of the fact that the forests, 
mines, and labor skill of the United States will 
enable us to command a larger portion of the all- 
world trade. 

These various international influences are 
strengthened by the increasing production of gold. 
That production promises extravagant propor- 
tions. We have passed through the “age of 
iron’ and are now entering the “ age of gold.” 
An imperceptible, immeasurable, inimitable ad- 
vance of all values, when estimated by gold meas- 
urement, is now in progress. It is placing a con- 
stant and irresistible force behind the other inter- 
national influences now working in our favor, and 
is giving them perpetual protection and perpetual 
propulsion. 

Such are the many International forces now 
conjoined in our favor. They are working upon

*91-'92 in American securities was not sts 
tained, because the international influences abc 
delineated were not supporting that advan: 
Consequently the market slowly sank back again 
to the level of the ocean. .As that advance was 
above international conditions, so American 
securities have for some years been ruling below 
international conditions. Our people have been 
under suspicion in reference to national honesty. 
and our securities have been avoided. Since that 
distrust is removed and confidence engendered 
our securities are coming back again to the in- 
ternational level. No local influences can prevent 
this readjustment. The present market therefore 
is very different from that of ’91-’92. This ad- 
vance is supported literally by all world condi- 
tions, and it will not recede. As confidence widens 
and courage comes into control our market will 
also widen and improve. This start is not a 
false start, nor a mere speculative spasm, it is 
radical and permanent. Since the recent up- 
hea'val our market has shaped into a position which 
ie very hatural to all markets undergoing radical 
improvements. Some of those who had car- 


ried securities a long time have sought relief by 
realizing. , 

Some professional operators have taken the 
opportunity to take accurate measure of their 
profits: The stocks have been bought by men with 
fresh courage and new capitai. Such holders will 
not be dislodged. There are no imaginary dan- 
gers which can be exaggerated sufficiently to 
shake them out. Meanwhile certain local trad- 
ers, stili panic blind, have committed themselves 
to the downward. On the other hand. commis- 
sion brokers of resources and ability understand 
the situation and are using their influence to 
bring sensible men back to Wall street. At last 
the opportunity has come to improve their busi- 
ness and they dare not neglect it or ignore it. 
For these reasons the under market and the sur- 
face influences will combine to force a renewed 
upward movement. We do not now refer to those 
so-called securities which are made decoys by 
secret pools or syndicates. Such shares should be 
avoided and investors should also ignore the so- 
called news of Wall street, often prepared with 
intent to deceive. The renewed upward move- 
ment of the market will again show itself best in 
the best properties. Western Union, Burlington. 
and Rock Island may be kept in view. but St. Paul 
and Northwest are far the best. It is true. there 
will be some modification in the earnings of the St.

The Board of Canvassers had a room full 
of watchers at the City Hall yesterday in the 
interests of the candidates for State Senator 
and Representatives in the Fourth District. 
This is the only district in the city where the

‘MEELER IS RETIRED FROM THE

MANY RAILROADS CHANGE TIME. 


New Winter Schedules of the Wabash, 
Alton, and Northyestern. 

Winter time-tables will go in effect today 
on most of the Western roads.

How the Reorganized Rules of Trade 
Have Changed in Recent Years—All 
Articles, Large and Small, Are 
Taken with the Privilege of Re- 
turning Them—Many Goods Woern 
by Customers and Are Then Sent 
Back. 


F I don't like it, I suppose I can bring 
it back,” said the woman. 

‘‘ Certainly,” replied the obliging 
clerk. 

And that’s the way to make a bargain 
nowadays. There was a time when, if you 
bought anything it was yours for keeps. 
Now it isn’t. You simply take it out on ap- 
proval. 

A good many years ago women began to 
realize that things are not always what they 
seem. They weresometimestakenin. That 
truth was a bitter pill to swallow, but at 
last they got it down, and as a result they 
were forced to acknowledge that even after 
matriculating from that school, which has 


ot 
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and there is a great deal of loss in it, too. 
Some women don't think anything of ane 
ing shoes several times, even out in the 
street, and then bring them back, vowing 
that they have only walked across the floor 
once with them on. Here’s a pair, for in- 
stance, that we got in this mor ing,”” and 
he-took from a shelf near-by a pair of patent 
leathers.

Psychology Resorted To. 

Various experiments in psychological in- 
fluence were tried when this mood'ruled the 
boy.

Once Considered Trade a Trade. 

Until a comparatively recent date the re- 
tail stores were great institutions, whose 
proprietors considered a trade a trade, Un- 
less there had been a mighty swindle on one 
side or the other they were willing to hold 
up their end of the bargain, and they ex- 
pected their patrons to do likewise. If your 
purchase consisted of a paper of pins or 
needles whose points had been artistically 
clipped off by a newly patented clipping ma- 
chine, the only thing you could do was to iay 
them on your toilet table with a smile of 
resignation and afterward take out sour re- 
venge by jabbing them viciously into the 
best clothes of your friends whenever an 
opportunity presented itself. Or if your 
sealskin sacque was a fractivn of an inch too 
long, and too high and tight in the neck, you 
either had to get it remodeled or grin—if 
grin. you could under such pressure—and 
bear it. But that was small redress for such 
grievances, and at last women arose witha 
mighty how! of indignation against the in- 
justice of the case, and they kept howling so 
long and so loud that they finally howled the 
pernicious system of buying ‘“‘for good” 
off the face of the earth, and brought about 
the réign of “‘ approval” sales. 

The *“ approval’”’ fall and winter trade is 
now moving along at a lively canter. itis 
at church and at the theater that the fruits 
of this thriving branch of industry are most 
in evidence. If you ever think about it—and 
it is to be hoped that you do 
not, for such thoughts are not at 
all conducive to a proper appre- 
ciation of the theme of the discourse or the 
drama—you probably wonder how many of 
the smart hats and wraps you see heve been 
taken out of the stores on trial. 


Unfairness to Shopkeepers. 


The approval system of selling goods is a 
great boon to shoppers, but the managers 
of departments in retail stores find it to be 
the source of much extra labor, anxiety, and 
financial loss. But they cannot afford to be 
uppish. Their predicament is similar to that 
of the girl in the ballad, and “ what are the 
poor men to do?’ The women of the land 
have them under their thumbs, and accom- 
modation for the present is the only watch- 
word that will insure prosperity in the 
future. Refusal to let a garment go out on 
trial will undoubtedly incur the wrath of 
the purchaser, andaher custom will be 
straightway transferred elsewhere, whereas 
willingness to allow the article to be changed 
a dozen times, if necessary, regardless of 
the attendant inconvenience and loss, will 
insure the patronage not only of the cus- 
tomer in question, but of her friends and 
relatives as well. 

The manager of a shoe department in a 
State street store was in need of sympathy 
a few days ago, and he expressed himself 
pretty clearly on the subject. 

“People who are not in the secrets of the 
business have no conception of the magni- 
tude of the ‘approval’ trade,” he said. 
“For a good many years it has been cus- 
tomary to allow patrons to bring back bon- 
nets, jackets, and other high-priced goods 
and take in their stead something more be- 
coming and of equal value. But these ex- 
changes are not now confined to articles of 
considerable intrinsic worth. We are asked 
to sell everything on trial, from a $500 cape 
to a paper of hooks and eyes, and in many 
cases money is demanded for an unsatisfac- 
tory purchase. There are more exchanges 
made in my department than in any other,

City Is Now Being Divided into 
Twelve Districts. 


HOW PLAN WILL OPERATE. 


Imposition by the Undeserving Will Be 
Prevented, 


NEW SYSTEM OF REPORTS FORMED 


{THIN the next few weeks all the 


and centralized in one great sys- 

tem under the Bureau of Charities, 
which will then become a literal clearing- 
house for all the charitable and philanthropie 
work of the city. An important step in the 
movement was taken last Wednesday when 
the Eleventh, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, and 
Nineteenth Wards were formed into one 
compact district for all the charitable work. 
which is to be done in the future in that sec- 
tion of Chicago, Mayor Swift presided at 
the meeting which accomplished this impor- 
tant result, and a number of prominent min- 
isters and women of the West Side took an 


active part and accepted appointments on 
the Committees on Organization and Fi- 
nance, thus giving evidence of the valuable 
and powerful influences which have become 
interested in the work. 

This ts the ninth district that has been 
formed by the Bureau of Charities: Three 
more districts will be formed within the next 
few weeks and Chicago will then be com- 
pletely covered by the system designed by the 
Bureau of Charities. The city. will then have 
the same method of handling ‘charitable 
work as London, Berlin, New York, and sixty 
other cities in the United States. Chicago 
has long been far behind the times in its 
manner of handling charity. For years 
there has been no general system whatever 
and the consequences have been most de- 
plorable. With its hundreds of different 
charity organizations, each doing work on 
its own account and paying no attention 
whatever to any other, the results could be 
only far from satisfactory. There was 
every opportunity for swindling, which was 
not neglected by those who were so inclined, 
Only a few days ago Dr. Frank Gunsaulue 
sent a letter to the bureau telling of a family 
which had been discovered drawing no less 
than eighty dollars a month from several 
different charities, each “organiszat being 
unaware of the assistance ven by the 
| others. President Healy of the Board of 
County Commissioners stated to Secretary 
Ayres of the bureau that last yea: 
was expended on charity and that no less 
than one-half of that sum was actually 
wasted. All of this abuse will soon be at an 
end or it will not be the fault of the Bureeu 
of Charities. : 


How the Bureau Originated.

New System of Reports. 


In its investigations the bureau has found 
that during the last year 10,200 were assisted 
by the different organizations in the city. 
‘Reports on each and every one of these 
‘eases are now on file in the Civic Federation 
‘rooms in the First National Bank Bullding. 
In an envelope by itself is a full description 
of each family assisted, its needs, and what 
was done for it. These reports are an im- 
portant feature of the work, by which the 
bureau expects to revolutionize charity work 
among the poor and needy. Each society 
or organization codperating with the bureau 
is expected to send in a daily report of the 
assistance it is rendering, giving in detail all 
particulars. These reports are thoroughly 
examined by the officials and all the reports 
are compared. . By this means the bureau 
will find out at once just who is being helped 
and the extent of the assistance. Thigis the 
great and most important point of all, for tn 
this way it ts expected to prevent the great 
evil of overlapping, as it is called, which 
means assistance given several 
‘and which is an invariable result Ina 
city where there is no central organization.

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_ NEW PRISON NOW READY. 


WOMEN CONVICTS AT JOLIET WILL 
MOVE INTO FRESH QUARTERS. 


Building for Which the Legislature 
Made an Appropriation Last Year 
Is Completed and Will Be Occupied 
Tomorrow—It Is the Best Equipped 
of Its Kind in America—Architect- 
urally It Is Aftractive and the In- 
ternal Arrangements Well Ordered. 


HEN the sun rises tomorrow a great 

day will dawn for the convict wom- 
‘en in the Illinois State Penitentiary 
at Joliet. Accompanied by armed 


& guards they will be marched out of their 


old quarters in the main building, down the 
lawn, and across the street to the new fe- 
male prison. -Many of the women have not 
‘been outside the prison walls for years, and 
‘they look forward to this trip, short as it i, 
with great excitement. The officials also, 
‘especially the matron and her assistants, 
anticipate with pleasure the opening of the 
new building. All will be glad to exchange 
the dingy rooms in which they have been 
living for the large and well-lighted apart- 


—ments, then to be occupied for the first time. 


For several years between sixty and sev- 
enty women have been crowded intoOa few 
small rooms on the top floor of the Warden 
house, where the female department is lo- 
cated. Sanitary conditions in the rooms are 
bad. In the dormitories twenty-five cots 

_are crowded into a space originally intended 
for twelve or fifteen. There are no windows 
in the cells, which are dark and poorly venti- 
lated. The work roomsaresmall. Laundry 
and dining-room are the same. One sma!l 
room, not removed from the rest, has served 
as a hospital. These conditions have men- 
aced the health of both the inmates and the 
officers and made the administration of dis- 
cipline difficult. . 

Last year efforts of the Prison Commis- 
sioners to afford relief to this department 
were successful. The State Legislature

thieving, robberies, and occasionally for 
murder. Of all these, murderers are inva- 
riably the most trustworthy. Of course, you 
can easily understand that a woman in for 
habitual stealing, for instance, would be 
likely to continue her thefts here. Now, with 
a woman in for murder, the case is different. 
That offense may be the great and only done 
of her life. These women are almost always 
trusty here.” 

Although some of the women spend their 
evenings in trivial amusements, many of 
them read. Fiction, of course, holds the 
most prominent place in the works selected. 

Mary J. Holmes is by far the most popular 
author. School-books are, however, much 


read. 

Crocheting is a favorite occupation with 
the women, and sopeg of them have quite a 
collection of elaborafé tidies and other pieces 
of fancy work. 

For the inmates every day it is the same. 
The female prisoner rises to the sound of the 
gong at 6 a. m. She has her breakfast and 
at 7 goes to work at her allotted task. The 
noon hour lasts from 11:40 to 1. Then all go 
to work again for the afternoon, stopping 
now at about 5 p. m. 
varies with the length of day—light in sum- 
mer and winter. From supper time until 
8:30 p. m. the women spend their time very 
muchas they wish, in their celis and dormi- 
tories. 

One privilege which they now enjoy will 
be missed in the new building. Opportuni- 
ties for talking will be greatly lessened, for 
each woman will be put into a separate cell, 
in place of the dormitories in which many of 
them now sleep. At 8:30 p. m. all are locked 
up, lights put out, and silence is enforced. 
Sunday, of course, varies -their work-day 
program. Regular chapel service is held 
and every fourth week a welcome visit is 
paid to the women by the Salvation Army 
lassies of the local post. The routine in the 
new building will be the same.

Figures are funny things. They may be 
and often are manipulated in a most marvel- 
ous manner, so as entirely to deceive the un- 
initiated.

An Attractive Exterior. 


Outside the new prison looks like a small 
copy of the larger institution. The same 
style of architecture has been used for its 
limestone exterior. Round turrets at the 
corners suggest’ the medieval castle. Two 
lofty towers guard the front entrance. 
When a stone wall replaces the high.board 
fence which now surrounds the building 
the resemblance will be even more striking. 

Within the arrangements are such as make 
it the best appointed women’s prison in 
America. The large hall upon which the 


front doorway opens will serve also as a re 


ception-room. At the left are special apart- 


ments for the matron, Miss M. 8. Madden, 


and at the right rooms for the transaction 
of routine business. Beyond these are the 
rooms in which the convicts spend their 
working hours and the chapel. The last is 
‘a much-needed innovation. Hitherto there 
has been no place but the knitting shop, half 
filled with machinery, where the women 


-. could be gathered for religious or other meet- 


ings, and even that could not accommodate 
them all at once. The new chapel is pro- 
vided with chairs enough to seat all, and 
has besides a good organ. 

Further on:‘are the dining-room, laundry. 
drying-room, kitchen, and general work- 
-pooms. In the kitchen a new line of work 

will be inaugurated for the prisoners. For- 
merly the regular three meals a day Were 
sent to the women from the main culinary 
department. Now they will be cooked here, 
separately, by the‘ prisoners themseives. 
There is also another sanitary improvement.

A trick much more difficult to explain is 
the $10.89 mystery, but it should only be done 
once during an evening or among the same 
set of friends, for, unfortunately, the an- 
swer never varies.

Foundry and tropolitan Have Sit- 
tings Reserved for the Future Ex- 
ecutive and They Are Now Engaged 


in Friendly Rivalry to Win Him as’ 


a Worshiper—Historical Interest 


Is Connected with Both of the 


Edifices.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.— 
(Special. Jj—T wo Methodist churches 
at the National Capital are en- 
gaged in .a friendly contest for the 

privilege of securing President-elect Mc- 
Kinley as a worshiper. These churches are 
named Foundry and Metropolitan respective- 
ly, and both have ran interesting history. 
Foundry Church was built'in 1815 asa thank 
offering by Henry-#oxhall, whose foundry

near this'city was preserved from destruc- 
tion by the°British by a storm which de- 
stroyed the expedition sent against it. In 
the deed from Mr. Foxhall conveying the 
ground and building to the trustees of 
Foundry Church it was provided that a pew 
should always be set-aside in the church for 
the use of the ‘** PfSpident of the United 
States.” ; = 

For. many years the President's pew, bear- 
ing a silver plate with a suitable inscription, 
was a curiosity in the church. When the 
old pews were replaced by new ones this 
silver plate was lost, and it has never been 
recovered. When the present structure was 
erected it was determined to set apart the 
fourth pew on the west side of the church 
for the use of the President of the United 
States and his family, but no plate or in- 
scription has ever been used for the purpose 
of identifying it. 


Presidents Have Worshiped There. 

Luring the four seore years of the existence 
of Foundry Church many Presidents of the 
United States have worshiped within its 
sacred precincts. Among them were Presi- 
dents Madison, Jackson, Polk, Buchanan, 
Lincoln, Johnson, and Hayes. President and 
Mrs. Hayes were regular attendants at 
Foundry Church, and’! one of the church 
parlors there is an oil painting of Mrs. Hayes 
which is said to be the best likeness ever 
made of the founder of the temperance so- 
ciety. which bore her name. 

Should President McKinley choose a pew 
tn Foundry Church after March 4, 1897, it 
would become necessary to appaint a new 
pastor, inasmuch as the term of the Rev. 
O. A. Brown will expire about the time of 
the inauguration of President McKinley. A 
meeting of the conference will be held in 
March, 1897, to choose a successor to Pastor 
Brown, who has been in charge at Foundry 
for nearly five years. : 

Church sittings are free and the church 
has no income except, the offerings of the 
congregation. $5,500 being annually required 
to meet current expdhses. Offerings are

collected each Sunday, money being deposit- 
ed in envelopes bearing the name of the con- 
tributor. 
Foundry Church, the picture of which is 
printed, is located at the corner of Four- 
teenth and G streets, within a few minutes 
walk of the White House and only a block 
distant from the Ebbitt tiouse, where Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley makes his headquarters 
when in Washington. When Mr. McKinley 
was here, from 1877 to 1891, he frequently 
attended worship at Foundry Church, but 
was never enrolled as a member of the con- 
gregation. . 


Has Reasons fbr Pride. 
The Metropolitan Church is famous from 


the fact that President Grant and his family , 


attended worship there: when Bishop John 
P. Newman was its pastor. It is nearly 
fifty years since the tornerstone of the 
Metropolitan was laid by Bishop Matthew 
Simpson, but it was not until February, 
1869, that the sacred edifice was dedicated. 
This church is also noted for having the tall- 
est spire of any churély at the National 
Capital. In this spire is the only chime of 
bells in Washington. During 1891 the sec- 
ond Ecumenical Methodist Conference was 
held in this church, President Harrison de- 
livering an address to th@#lelegates from all 
parts of the civilized world Mural tablets 


of marble and bronze commemorate Gen. U. 
S. Grant and Senator John A. Logan, who 
with Chief Justice Chase, were numbered 
Py among the worshipers. A pew for the Pres- 
ident of the United States was set apart as 
the gift of Thomas Kelso of Baltimore, and 
upon the handrail is a silver plate bearing 
the inscription: ‘“‘ The President.”” Gen. John 
§. Berry set apart a pew for the use of the 
Vice-President, and Daniel Drew of New 
York performed a similar service for the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Gen. Grant occupied his pew 
for eight years, and Vice-President Colfax 
and Chief Justice Chase each occupied their 
pews four years. Pews are also set apart 
and marked with the names of several 
States and the larges cities of this country. 

When the church was dedicated there re- 
mained a debt of $75,000, the structure hav- 
ing cost in the neighborhood of %200,000, 
Twenty-five thousand dollars of this indebt- 
edmess was a floating cebt, and $50,000 was 
represented by bonds secured upon 
the church property. The floating 
indebtedness was liquidated during 
Dr. Newman’s first pastorate, one 
of the instrumentalities being a na- 
tional committee, of which Mrs. Grant, wife 
of Gen. Grant, was Chairman. This com- 
mittee sent out an appeal in the shape of an 
autograph letter by Mrs. Grant, and secured 
upwards of $8,000. 


Notable Events in Its History. 


Among the notable events in the history of 
the church were the baptism of the Indian 
Chief Dave, a reception attended by Presi- 
dent Grant and his Cabinet, and addresses 
by foreign ministers who had been attend- 
ing the Evangelical Alliance at New York. 
Dr., Tiffany, who was the pastor of the 
church until 1875, was the officiating minis- 
ter at the marriage of Miss Nellie Grant at 
the White House. bid 

It will be four years in March, 1897, since 
the Rev. Hugh Johnson of Canada was ap- 
pointed pastor of the Metropolitan Church. 
Dr. Johnson's family was from New Jersey, 
but ‘In early youth his father removed to 
Canada. It was there that Dr. Johnson en- 
tered the Wesleyan ministry and filled the 
best appointments at Toronto, Hamilton, 
and Montreal. In connection with Dr. John- 


ment that twenty-five years ago the Domin- 
ion of Canada loaned Punshon to the United 
States, and Dr. Johnson subsequently be- 
came the biographer of Punshon. At the 
dedication of the church in February, 1869, 
there was a singular occurrence. Dr. Pun- 
shon had selected for his sermon in the even- 
ing the same text used by Bishop Simpson 
for the morning discourse, and the distin- 
guished Canadian was compelled to change 
both text and subject. 


REFUSES TO BAT MEALS IN JAIL. 


Findlay, O., Has a Headstrong Girl Who 
Won Her Point Over the 
Mayor. 


Findiay, O., Nov. 14.—{Special.]—Ida 
Humphrey of this city has achieved fame 
by refusing to eat, and thereby conquering 
the Mayor of the city. Miss Humphrey is 
a handsome. young woman about 26 years 
old, a decided brunette, and as independent 
as an aboriginal Princess. When she throws 
her stately head to one side and says “* No!”’ 
there is no known power that can change 
her mind. Over two weeks ago she be- 
came involved in a quarrel with another 
occupant of the flat building in which she 
lives, and, in a moment of anger, slapped 
her. The neighbor caused her arrest, and 
Miss Humphrey was fined $14.60 by Mayor 
Winders. 

Although having abundant means, she 
refused to pay the fine, and was committed 
to the county jail until she made up her 
mind te pay the fine.

At the end of four days her self-imposed 
fast caused a fever, and a physician was 
sent for. He gave her medicines, which 
she took, but still refused all food. At the 
end of seven days her will was as strong 
as ever, but her strength was so nearly 
gone that she was confined to her bed. The 
pliysician could do nothing for her, and 
then visited Mayor Winders to tell him 
that the young lady must be released unless 
the authorities wanted to’ be responsible 
for her death.

Northwestern Receipts Falling Off. 

The Northwestern receipts for the week 
were less than 50 per cent of those of the

Buildings Planned or Under Way in 
and About Chicago. 

J. Cc. Liewellyn has designed a five-story 
apartment house, which will be built in 
Thirty-ninth street, near one of the boule- 
vards at a cost of $20,000. The building will 
contain. fifteen small apartments of two, 
three, and four rooms each. Mr. Llewellyn 
has also designed two three-story flat build- 
ings to be built for W. H. Stewart on the 
west side of Woodlawn avenue, south of 
Sixtieth street. The structures will contain 
six flats of six and seven rooms each and 
will cost $20,000, 

Paul Gerhardt has planned for Mrs. Cath- 
erine Gaughan a three-story apartment 
house to be built at No. 449 Belden avenue 
at a cost of $12,000. 

Neils Buck has made plans for an apart- 
ment houso he will erect for himself at the 
northeast corner of Perry street and Belle 
Plaine avenue at a cost of between $35,000 
and $40,000. The interior will be divided 
into eighteen apartments of four and six 
rooms each, 

Hill & Woltersdorf have prepared plans 
for the reconstruction and erecting an addi- 
tional story on the building at the southwest 
corner of Madison street and Fifth avenue, 
which is owned by the estate of John High.

made up thus: France, £998,000,000; Great 
Britain, £740,000,000; Italy, £455,000,000; Rus- 
sia, £381,000,000; United States, £379,000,000;

and Portugal, £83,000,000. In the years 
1875-"85 there was on this showing a net 
reduction of about 15,000,000 on the indebt- 
edness of the nations enumerated; but the 
whole world’s obligations in 1885 represent- 
ed an increase on 1875, ourcalculations giv- 
ing a total for the former of nearly £4,900,- 
000,000. Among the minor debtors Bel- 
gium has increased its obligations from 
£71,000,000 in 1875 to £91,000,000 in 1895, and in 
the same time the debt of the Netherlands 
has gone up from £80,000,000 to £92,500,000, 
and that of Canada from £30,000,000 to £51,- 
300,000. The Greek debt stands at £32,984,- 
000, and that of Mexico at £32,720,000, as 
against £63,500,000 in 1875; while among the 
new borrowers must be reckoned Japan, 
which now owes £47,300,000, and the Argen- 
tine Republic, which owes about £74,000, - 
000. For the small borrowers—Bulgaria, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Chile, Peru, 
Servia, etc.—we have allowed £150,000,000, 
which is probably only two-thirds of the 
actual obligations of these nations, 

The sum paid annually as interest on the 


world’s debts approximates to £230,000,000. : 


Twenty years ago the total was about £200,- 
000,000, and the increase of only £30,000,000 
with a‘capital addition of more than £1,000,- 
000,000 is explained by the fact that money 
now is cheaper, provided credits are good, 
than it was in 1875, when on some of its 
loans England was paying 3% per cent, 
India 4 per cent, Holland 4% per cent, Cana- 
da 4% per cent, France,. Russia, and Brazil 
5 per cent, Italy and Portugal 6 per cent, 


Hungary 7% per cent, Egypt 8 per cent, Tur- ' 


key and Peru 10 per cent, Spain 15 per cent, 
and Mlexico 18 per cent. France of course 
pays out the largest sum of money every 
year in the way of interest, the total run- 
ning to about £37,000,000, or 19s 8d per head 
of the population. 
bursement is £24,540,000, or 12s 9d per head. 
Russia pays out a little more, £24,726,000, cr 
4s 11d per head. Austria-Hungary, on the 
joint and special debts, pays out £37,190,000 
a year, and the average per capita ex- 
penditure on the joint debt is 4s 10d, on the 
special Austrian debt 10s 10d, and on the 
epecial Hungarian debt 15s. The annua! 
charge in Italy amounts to £23,450,000, which 
works out at the rate of 15s ld per head.

Then comes New South Wales with £58,- 
295.000, Canada with £51,288,000 net, Victoria 
with £47,987.300. New Zealand with £389,635,- 
000, Queensland with £30.639,500, Cape Col- 
ony with £27.675,178, and South Australia 
with £23,100,000. St. Helena brings up the 
rear with a modest £5,408. 


Cost of English Royalty. 

The royal family of Englandcosts the Brit- 
ish Government, in round numbers, $3,000,- 
000 annually. Of this sum the Queen re- 
ceives nearly $2,000,000 a year, besides the 
revenues from the Duchy of Lancaster, 
which amount to $250,000. ..

1 TEST FOR IMPURE ATMOSPHERE. 


Device of a Swiss Inventor to Show 
When the Air in a Room Be- 
comes Unfit to Breathe, 


It is generally believed that when the at- 
mosphere of a room is impure the fact will 
be sufficiently noticeable to a person of nor- 
mal sensitiveness without the aid of an in- 
strument to inform him of the fact. That 
this is not so, however, is evident, to any one 
who remembers how the suffocating odors 
of an overcrowded meeting room impress 

‘their disagreeable presence on a person com- 
ing in from the pure outside air, while, to all 
appearances, the persons in the room are 
quite unaware of the air beimg bad. 

To remedy this state of things and show 
just how bad or otherwise the atmosphere of 
a room is a Swiss inventor has just completed 
an instrument which shows the exact condi- 
‘tion of the air. It consists of an airtight 
glass receptacle, in which is placed a red 
liquid. A bent glass tube is inserted into 
this fluid, and up this tube the fluid runs, to 
drop at the rate of one drop in two minutes 
onto a cord that is stretched by a weight. 
This fluid possesses the property of changing 
color when submitted to the action of car- 
bonic acid gas. The more of this gas there is’ 
in the air the more pronounced the changein 
the color of the fluid. 

With this fact in mind the principle on 
which the indicator works is easily under- 
stood. The drops of fluid, as they fall on fhe 
string, change it according to the condition 
of the atmosphere. 

Should the atmosphere be perfectly pure 
the string remains red all the way down. 
Should it be slightly tainted the top of the 
string appears white. The fouler the air 
the longer the white mark on the string. 
By the side of the string runs an indicator, 
graded to show the exact condition of the air. 
The highest point on the scale marks 
“ pure,”” the next “ passably pure,” the next 
‘“bad,”” and from there down to “ very 
bad” and “extremely bad.” 

The instrument has been thoroughly tested 
and found to work perfectly.

He collected dust from the walls and 
headboards of beds in which tuberculose 
patients had been confined and found that 
in fifteen cases out of twenty-one the dust 
was capable of inoculating Animals with 
the disease.

Young fellows tease 
their women friends for their pictures in 
wearable form, and, of course,’ the latter 
comply with the request, which means that 
the young fellows, are expected to recipro- 
cate. 

The fad has not yet had time to develop to 
its full extent, but it is expected that maidens 
of mature years will resurrect the photo- 
graphs of the male friends of youth, have 
buttons made, and wear them with an air of 
mystery and becoming blushes; that bach-

SUNSHINE AND SHADOW OF STAGE LIFE | 


Talk with Miss Blanche Walsh, Who 
Tells of the Trials and Tribula- 
tions of a Leading Lady. 


There are few women, on the stage today 
more pronouncedly individual than Miss 
Blanche Walsh of A. M. Palmer’s company, 


now playing “ Heartsease’’ at the Great. 


Northern Theater. Miss Walsh has had an 
exceptional experience on the stage. She 
hungered for the boards long before she 
Was out of snort dresses. Her father and 
mother believed it was best for her to fol- 
low the bent of her mind. 

‘Tell me something about the life of a 
fin de siécle leading lady,’’ she was asked. 

She laughed as she replied: ** Her life is 
both sunshine and shadow. Suppose, for 
instance, she is.engaged to create a char- 
acter in a new play, as I have had to do in 
‘Heartsease.’ She must first memorize the 
words of her part, and they give her a clew 
to the kind of girl she is to impersonate and 
how she would act if p¥&&ced in. circum- 
stances such as her dramatist environs her. 
A written part in a play, you know, is only 
a skeleton, 
only with flesh and suitable raiment but 
must invest it with Hfe as well. Having 
gotten her part, she must, while studying it, 
rehearse it. Rehearsals are necessary, but 
they are also trying and tiring. We re- 
hearsed ‘ Heartsease ’’ at Mr. Palmer’s thea- 
ter in New York, and the rehearsals usually 
lasted from 11 in the morning until 5 in the 
afternoon. When we were through I was 
tired enough to go home and go to bed, but I 
could not. 

‘ All ladies know what a terrible ordeal 
‘being fitted’ and ‘tried on’ is. I design 
all my own costumes, Being the ‘ leading 
lady’ of the company, I am entitled to the 
privilege of selecting my own colors, and 
those of the dresses of the other ladies must 
be their affinities, so that when we appear 
on the stage together we may present a har- 
mony of colors. This is no easy task, though 
{ aid my dressmaker by making freehand 
colored drawings of my costumes, leaving 
to her the task of working out the details. 
In the present case I had to have my séances 
with my modiste before 11 in the morning 
and after 5 in the evening. The masculine 
mind cannot grasp what that means. Only 
a woman knows what she has to suffer in 
time, patience, and fatigue before she can 
have a handsome gown made. 

*‘ Rehearsals over and the play ready for 
presentation, an actress’ heart is filled with 
conflicting emotions, fear and hope pre- 
dominating. Success to her means much; 
it is almoSt the breath of her life; failure is 
almost perdition. Until the fate of the play, 
and especially of the character that she 
personates, be settled she is in a state of 
nervous excitement impossible to describe. 
But no matter how wrought up she may be, 
she must appear cool and impassive. Itisa 
wearing strain on any one, this playing a 
part in a new drama where you have no 
precedent to guide you; only the author’s 
idea, your stage manager's, and your own, 
and often they are far apart. You are ex- 
pected to sink your own ideas and to adopt 
your author’s. Often you are well aware of 
the fact while playing that you are not even 
giving your own or your author's ideas, but 
that is something that a few performances 
soon cure,”’ 

‘“‘What is the happiest moment in an act- 
ress’ life?’’ 

‘‘When she has achieved success—when 
she hears the applause of her audience in 
her ears. '‘No liquid'!note of Patti's marvel- 
ous throat is so sweet to her ears as that.” 

Miss Walsh Hikes the modern society 
drama, but most prefers romantic plays, 
especially those which permit the wearing 
by their heroines of picturesque drapery. 
She hopes some day a play of the colonial 
days of America may be written of which 
she will be the creator of the heroine. The 
chivalry and the picturesqueness of the 
revolutionary days appeal strongly to her 
artistic nature.

LET BRYAN TELL THE NAKED TRUTH. 

Bryan is to have a big reception in Den- 
ver in a few days and is to deliver an ad- 
dress there—the first one since the election. 


Why cannot he avail-himself of the op- 


portunity to do what be did not do during 
the campaign and tell the naked truth? 
There is nothing to be gained now by 
concealment or falsification. There is no 
election impending. There are no votes to 
be caught by hiding the truth. So why 
cannot Bryan out with it and let the people 
know exactly what he was advocating dur- 
ing the recent campaign? 


Tens of thousands of men who used to. 


be Democrats, but who voted the Popo- 
cratic ticket two weeks ago, listened to the 
speeches made by Bryan while he was 
steeplechasing through the country. Not 
one of those men ever heard his candidate 
state plainly what he was advocating. 

Bryan’s hearers understood from what he 
said that he wanted the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, but he did not 
tell his audience in any one of his 600 
speeches what the consequences of free 
coinage at that ratio would be and why 
those consequences, grave as they ere, did 
not deter him from demanding free coinage. 

If Bryan really thought the people would 
be benefited by the abandonment of the gold 
stanflard for the silver monometallic half- 
value standard he should have explained 
why he thought so. If he had any reasons 
for thinking that two 50-cent dollars are 
better than one 100-cent dollar he should 
have stated those reasons at least once dur- 
ing his campaign. : 

Altgeld, more outspoken than his leader, 
announced that the present dollar was 
worth 200 cents and that what he called a 
100-cent dollar must be substituted for it at 
once. Bryan, less brave than Altgeld, did 
not explain that his policy meant the halving 
the value of the dollar and the payment of 
those half dollars to the men who had loaned 
whole dollars. 7 

During the hundred days’ campaign 
which preceded his Waterloo Bryan had 
much to say about “debtors” and about 
“humanity.” But he never explained that 
his plan for relieving debtors was to en- 
able them to settle on a basis of 50 cents 
on the dollar, while retaining ali the prop- 
erty or capital they had borrowed. 

Bryan never explained that his * human- 
ity’ towards debtors was coupled with 
great inhumanity to creditors. He did not 
explain why, in order to give to debtors a 
relief which the honest ones were not ask- 
ing for, the 4,800,000 creditcrs, who 
have deposits in savings banks, should be 
deprived of nearly 2,000 million dollars. 

While Bryan called incessantly for the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1, he never explained that the men who 
had borrowed gold dollars, worth 100 cents 
apiece, would be enabled under free coin- 
age to pay back a 50-cent dollar for every 
100-cent dollar borrowed. Nor did he ex- 
plain the justice of such a performance, of 
its necessity. | 

Nor did he explain to the people that he 
was the candidate of the Populists as well 
as the Popocratts; that he had been a Pop- 
ulist, having voted for Weaver in 1892; 
that 50-cent dollars were the ligament unit- 
ing the two wings of his party; and that he, 
if elected, might abandon this one common 
article of faith and go in for fiat shin- 
plasters instead of cheap silver dollars, thus 
punishing the creditors still more severely. 

The Populists knew where Bryan stood. 
They could comprehend his speeches. Many 
Popocrats who listened to him were ig- 
norant of his real position or of the full sig- 
nificance of his teachings. He never told 
them that free coinage meant silver mono- 
metallism, half-value money, and wholesale 
fraud. 


The battle is over. The day is lost. The 


deceits and concealments of the campaign 
have been fruitless. Therefore, why cannot 
Bryan come out of ambush now and tell the 
whole truth, even if it does shock some of 
those deluded souls who followed him to 
defeat? 


AN ALDERMANIC REAPPORTIONMENT. 
Some of the Aldermen are considering 
the advisability of laying out the city into 


new wards, which shall not differ as great- 


ly in population as the existing wards do. 
The proposition is one which, if feasible at 
this time, should be carried out. 

The law relative to redistricting is rather 
blind. It seems to provide that there can 
be no remodeling. of the wards until the 
number has increased to thirty-five as the 
result of successive annexations. Then 
there can be a new deal. Thereafter the 
number of wards cannot exceed thirty-five, 
and if territory with over 25,000 in- 
habitants is added there must be a redis- 
tricting. If less than that number are an- 
nexed they must be added to existing wards. 

If the lawyers are of the opinion that 
this is not the proper construction of the 
law, and that the hands of the Council are 
not tied ‘until there is another ward added 
by annexation, then the Council ought to 
proceed at once and wipe out the existing 
gross inequalities in the wards. The fol- 
lowing table, which gives the vote cast at 
the late election, shows how great and in- 
excusable those inequalities are:

t will be seen that that pocket borough, 
the Seventeenth Ward, has only a little over 
a quarter of the voting’ strength of the 
great central ward of the Town of Lake. 
The Twenty-seventh, or Jefferson, Ward, 
with an area of 29 square miles, has only 
about one-third as many voters as the 
Thirty-fourth Ward. 

It is not proper that 4,600 voters in one 
part of the city and 20,200 in another should 
be represented by the same number of 
Aldermen. That is in violation of all ideas 
of fair representation. There should be a 
new deal which will remedy these manifest 
evils. 

As long as the city embraces several dis- 
tinct townships, and town officers have to 
be elected, town lines will have to be re- 
garded in laying out wards. It would create 
trouble at every spring election if some of 
the precincts of a ward were in ohe town 
and some in another. But it is not diffi- 
cult, while conforming to town lines, to 
make a much better arrangement of wards 
than that which obtains now. 

There were 346,000 votes cast in the city 
at the late election... Theréfore a redis- 
tribution which gave each ward as nearly 
as possible 10,000 votes would be an emi- 
nently fair one. 

On this basis the Town of Hyde Park, 


Lake, tvhich cast a little under 40.000, 


would be entitled to four wards apiece. 
Those two towns are filling up so rapidly 
that it would not be long before most of 
the new wards had an excess of population. 

The North Side cast 38,000 yotcs. Ithas 
five wards, one of which, the Twentieth, 
ought never to have been created. A rapid 
growth was promised for it, but that growth 
has not materialized. The Twenty-fourth 
Ward should be left as it is and the four 


other North Side wards consolidated into | 
‘three. 


The South Side has six wards and cast 
only 43,700 yotes. The First and Second 
Wards are being given up moreand more to 
business and are decreasing in population. 


‘If part of the Second were given to the First 


and the remainder added to the adjoining 
wards a much fairer apportionment would 
be secured. 

The West Town, with 137,000 votes, has 
thirteen wards, which is about the right 
number. But there should be a readjust- 
ment, though it should be done in such a way 
as to disturb ward lines as little as possible. 
People’ get accustomed to ward boundaries 
and they should not be changed causelessly. 

The Fourteenth has too few people. The 
Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fifteenth 
have too many. The Twelfth is filling up 
rapidly and can afford to part with some of 
its extensive territory. 

Lake View has rather too many people for 
two wards, but has not enough as yet for 
three. It will have to remain as it is for the 
present. The T'wenty-seventh Ward, or 
Jefferson, is something of a problem. It 
has “boundless areas” but few people. 
The electric lines which are being extended 
into this ward will assist in adding ta its 
population. An attempt to divide it between 
other wards would be likely to meet with 
some political opposition. 

That leaves only the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, embracing the long and narrow 
Cicero strip on the western limits of the 
city. That can be reinforced by additions 
from the Tenth, Twelfth, and Thirteenth 
Wards, or it can be left as it is, and then, if 
the law permits, when the remainder of 
Cicero is annexed, as it wil! be in the course 
of time, that remainder can be added to the 
Twenty-eighth Ward. 

The law regarding redistricting should 
be studied carefully to see that no mistakes 
are made, and if it is decided that the 
Council can act now it should proceed to do 
so, with no more changing of existing ward 
lines than is necessary. 


ONCE MORE BIRDS AND BONNETS. 
Two months ago advance millinery fash- 
ion plates fresh from Paris showed a bird 


on four out of five of the bonnets which the 


dictator of stylesdecreed that women should 
wear the coming winter. Ig was hoped by 
those who have an abiding affection for the 
songsters that all that has been said and 
written on the “ dead bird for decorative 
purposes "’ question in the last few years 
might prove of effect enough to cause the 
majority of American women to take to the 
fifth bonnet and let the four others with 
their burden of birds stay on the shelves of 
the shops. The reverse has proved to be 
the case, and the four bird bonnets are 
everywhere in evidence, while the fifth with 
its flowers and ribbon remains unseen. 

It has cost the lives of nearly 10,000,000 
useful and beautiful creatures in this one 
season to gratify the love which the women 
of this country have for that kind of finery 
which happens to be fashionable. For 
nearly ten years the custom of Wearing 
birds has been waning, and it was thought. 
that it might eventually pass away alto- 
gether. There were those who believed 
that the crusade against the practice on the 
part of humanitarians and by' those who 
had the economic interests of the country at 
heart was responsible for the passing of the 
fashion. It seems now, however, that the 
birds have owed their immunity from being 
slaughtered in the immense numbers that 
they were some years ago not to the people 
who have made the songsters’ fight their 
own, but to the half dozen persons who sit 
in their Paris shops and tell the women of 
the world what they shall wear. ! 

Not so long ago there was an Audubon so- 
ciety in every considerable city of the eoun- 
try. These organizations had for their sole 
object the protection of the birds, an end 
secured in a great measure by the pledging 
of women to abstain from using them as 
hat ornaments. The societies, if they did 
not succeed in making women cease the 
practice from any strong feeling of humani- 
ty, seem to have succeeded for a while at 
least in convincing the European fashion- 
makers that the time was ripe for the intro 
duction of something besides birds into their 
millinery mandates. : 

A glance at the hats now being worn in 
Chicago shows that a revival of the Audu- 
bon societies would be timely. The farm- 
ers, if they would but consult their own in- 
terests, would join issue with the few de- 
voted spirits who are willing te be * out of 
fashion” if it will but result in saving the 
lives of the innocents.

WHY ILLINOIS WILL GIVE THANKS. 

Gov. Altgeld is so thoroughly detached 
from the sympathies and sentiments of the 
people of the State that even his Thanks- 
giving proclamation fails to meet the spe- 
cial requirements of this season. Proba- 
bly because he sees no personal cause for 
rendering thanks he is blind to the real 
reason why the rest of the people will ob- 
serve the custom this year with more than 
eustomary zeal. His most conspicuous 
error in the preparation of his perfunctory 
document is contained in the assertion that 
“the year just closing has been free from 
pestilence.” It is true there has been no 
plague to steal away health and life, but 
the Commonwealth has suffered, never- 
theless, from a virulent affliction, which is 
characterized in tle thoughts of most men 
as a pestilence. This expressive word has 
a common, figurative use in which it is made 
to describe any agency that is “ noxious 
and pernicious to the moral character of 
great numbers.” A power that strengthens 
the arm of crime is regarded as a pestilence 
in the State of Illinois. An influence that 
is exerted in the interests of mobs and the 
lawless is a pestilence. A man who reaches 
the Governor’s chair by making false 
promises and then devotes himself to a 
frenzied exhibition of spite and hatred and 
malicious assault on institutions that have 
stood the crucial test of a century is as- 
suredly a pestilence. A Governor who 
stultifies his office by reckless tirades 
against the law of the land, even the bigh- 
est, and then disseminates a devastating 
poison through the masses of ignorant and 
depraved people, who form a part of every 
community, is the worst kind of a 
pestilence. 


And the people of Illinois will cffer 


| thanks chiefly this year because they have 


been freed from this pestilence. They will 
rejoice on this set occasion that the in- 
sidious poison in the body politic has been 
rendered innocuous and will soon be en- 
tirely removed. And it is an irony of fate 
that the man who embodies all t ills, 


giving day shall be observed. = 


THE OPEN FIRE. 

With the introduction of modern con- 
veniences, so-called, into house building 
there has been at least one distinct and 
‘serious loss; the fireplace has been ban- 
ished. The hearth, around which cluster 
so many memories, has given place to 
coils of heated iron or a furnace in sub- 
terranean depths, which gives out warmth 
at the expense of comfort. It is true that 
in many houses nowadays make-believe 
fireplaces are built, wherein imitation logs 
of pottery with painted bark and fire- 
proof moss; lighted with gas, make a sorry 
substitute for the foaring fireplaces of the 
primitive days. 
John Pecerybingle’s hearth would never 
chirp before a gag log. The brownies and 
all the beneficent fairy folk that were wont 
to disport before the glowing embers in a 
big fireplace in the times of simple worth 
and honesty would. flee in dismay at the 
sight of an imitation backlog made of 
Clay. What sense of satisfaction can one 
get from the sibilant whisper of snow- 
flakes upon the window pane or the howling 
of the storm. without while sitting before 
one of these modern fireplaces? There can 
be no real comfort under such circum- 
stances; it is but a miserable makeshift at 
best. 

The fireplace is as old as the home and 
the hearth is the altar whereon for ages has 
burned the sacred fire in honor of the house- 
hold gods. There is a pleasant picture re- 
corded in the Book of Jeremiah of King 
Jehoiakini sitting in his winter palace on a 
cold day in the ninth month, “ and there 
was a fire on the hearth burning before 
him.” Learned men, smart biblical critics, 
say that the hearth here mentioned was 
nothing but a brazier of charcoal, but it is 
pleasanter to think that Jehoiakim had a 
big, old-fashioned fireplace, with back- 
log and forestick and a couple of 
huge andirons, before which ‘he could 
toast his royal shins and enjoy the 
comfort to which he was entitled by reason 
of his kingly estate. And although Jehoia- 
kim was the first person to make an attack 
upon the liberty of the press, we feel less 
inclined to criticise him for it at the ex- 
piration of twenty-five hundred years be- 
cause he could appreciate the comforts of 
an open fire. 

Blessed is that house which has an old- 
fashioned fireplace in these degenorate days. 
However humble it may be it is far better 
than if it were ceiled with cedar and painted 
with vermilion. To sit before such a hearth, 
piled with clean cleft hickory, “ o’ a winter’s 
nicht, when the snaw is cumin’ doon the 
lum, or the speat’s roarin’ amang the mirk 
mountains,” safe housed amid the “ tu- 
multuous privacy of storm,” is a joy, indeed, 
that stoves and registers cannot give. Then 
the home folk, close gathered at the ingle, 
listen to the war of elements without and 
amid its fitful pauses while away the hours 
with homely talk or innocent mirth while 
the vague and shadowy world outside drifts 
away into the storm and darkness un- 
heeded. 


FUTURE OF ASIATIC LABOR. 

A graphic picture 6f the present condition 
of labor in the Orient, with conservative 
speculations as to its development in the 
future, is presented by John Barrett, United 
States Minister to Siam, in the North Amer- 
ican Review. His discussion of this im- 
portant subject is based on the following 
thought in his introduction, which can be re- 
garded as the rea! text of his article: 

What influence will the millions of continental 
Asia exert in shaping material and moral history, 
if they soften their rigidity of character and be- 
come a malleable and adaptive force ‘like the Jap- 
anese; if they evolve from a heterogeneous into a 
homogeneous factor in production, and learn to 


be expert producers and competitors as well as 
extensive consumers? 


It would be obviously impossible to offer 
a convincing answer to so comprehensive 
a problem as Mr. Barrett attempts, Noth- 
ing more can be done than to present the 
facts as he has found them after ex- 
haustive investigation, with such deduc- 
tions as are beyond dispute. Although 
Japan has distanced China in manufact- 
uring strides, he rightly considers that the 
center of interest is in the latter coun- 
try, with its enormous population, and from 
its development must come whatever seri- 
ous menace to the industry of the West 
the future may have in store for civiliza- 
tion. He seems to see in China’s unlimited 
resources and opportunities a. cause for 
anxiety, if a manufacturing impetus once 
stirs to general activity the numberless 
millions of inhabitants. 

A thoughtful review of his facts, how- 
ever, inspires a conviction that if there be 
any real danger to the labor industries of 
the United States and Europe from Asiatic 
competition it must come at a period so far 
in the futtre that an intelligent estimate of 
its effectiveness would be impossible at this 
time. It must be presumed before anything 
is predicted of. China’s future that the 
government, “ the great official system that 
stands like a stone wall in the way of the 
Westerner,” has been freed utterly from its 
prejudice of centuries. This, almost a 
miracle in itself, must be the forerunner 
of China’s serious entrance into the manu- 
facturing field. 3 

The second| basic preliminary is that the 
prospective factories have been opened or 
controlled by foreign capital, stocked with 
the. best labor-saving machinery, and are 
under the direction of American and Eu- 
ropean superintendents. The country has 
the natural advantage of an abundance of 
cheap coal to produce power and great de- 
posits of iron ore. The greatest advantage 
of all is the abundance of cheap labor, for 
labor in China does not cost more than a 
quarter as much in silver as it does with us 
in gold. If these advantages are made ef- 
fective by Western capital and skill, un- 
doubtedly goods can be manufactured much 
more cheaply than with us or in Europe. 
But at present the two centers of manu- 
facturing industry in China are at Shang- 
hai and Hankow, known respectively as the 
New York and Chicago of the country. In 
order to widen the field and make available 
the immense natural resources, and in 
order to develop a home market, which must 
antedate any large attempt at export, a 
system of railroads must be constructed for 
the immediate purpose of transporting the 
raw materials in the first instance and the 
manufactured goods afterward. 

As an offset to this picture, however, it 
must be remembered that Chinese labor is 
less effective than the labor of this country 
or Europe. It performs not more than one- 
half to one-third as much work per day, 
although this difference would be reduced 
ronsiderably under training. But as the 
skill of the Chinese laborer increased he 
would demand better pay, of which fact an 
instructive object lesson is now being af- 
forded in Japan. While the cheapness of 
labor would be undergoing this leavening 
transformation, it must be remembered also 
that it would take a long time for American 
and European capital to construct all these 
railroads and new factories, and it would 
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Chicago’s relief organizations,

goods abplied to all would swallow up the 
capacity of China’s fibor for years. A great 
increase, such as would inevitably : follow 
thd manufacturing growth here presup- 
posed, would tax the output of the factories 
to the utmost. The two developments must 
go hand in hand, The civilizing influences 
of the railroads, the effect of the associa- 


‘tion of the skilled laborers with the rest of 


the people, a thousand similar awakening 
influences that by economic law attend an 
industrial growth such as here described 
would raise the average quota of individual 
necessities to a point that would require the 


‘greatest manufacturing activity to satisfy. 


Who would have prophesied. a century 
ago that it woul! be possible for the United 
States to consume today the immense 
quantities of manufactured , products, re- 
quired by its people? We started on a 
plane immeasurably above that of the 
Qhinese, yet in exact pace almost with our 
magic-like industrial progress the in- 
dividual demands of the people for neces- 
sities have increased. That must be the 
result in China even if the most ex- 
travagant prophesies of its future manu- 
facturing activity are realized. ‘That must 
be the result in Japan if it continues the 
present rate of industrial progress. And 
even if at some remate day in the future it 
should be found that our labor was con- 
fronted by a destryctive competition in 
Asia the application of a stiff tariff would 
afford ample protection “to our working- 
men. 

A fair conelusion seems to be that the 
Western civilization can look with equanim- 
ity on the future of the Orient, and even 
prepare to step in and accelerate the de- 
velopment of its manufacturing industries. 
There may be an immense field for Ameri- 
can capital and enterprise in the Orient 
when that field is opened up, as it wil be 
within two years. 


THE COMING PARIS EXPOSITION. 

While the World’s Fair National Commie 
gion is holding its final session in Washing- 
ton, the question naturally arises, What 
will the United States do for the great Paris 
Exposition of 1900? The coming Congress 
will be asked to make an appropriation 
sufficient to enable our country to make a 
fitting and creditable display. In his last 
annual message to Congress President 
Cleveland called the attention of both 
Houses to the invitation from France to 
participate in the coming great internation- 
al exposition. Many other nations have al- 
ready considered and accepted the invita- 
tion, and some action must soon be taken by 
the United States. The little fight made 
against the project in the French Chamber 
of Deputies last year was brushed aside like 
a cobweb, and it is now an assured fact that 
in the dawn of the new century Paris will 
hold one of the greatest and most important 
exhibitions the world has ever seen. 

Conservatives may ask: * Do internation- 
al expositions pay?” It has been practically 
demonstrated that they do pay and pay 
enormously on the investment. Aside from 
the value we receive in standing and prog- 
ress among ‘sister nations, international. 
fairs pay us in dollars and cents—millions 
of dollars, in fact. A few statistics will con- 
vince the most skeptical. Take, for in- 
stance, the last two Paris expositions, which 
occurred in 1878 and 1889. For the year 
previous to the exposition of 1878 our ex- 
ports to France amounted to $44,008,343, 
The year after the fair the exports made 
the astonishing increase to $88,194,041, only 
lacking $2,625 of being twice as much as 
was exported iu 1877. The stimulus seems 
more or less temporary, as the exports after 
a few years gradually fell off until the next 
exposition. But the results for even a few 
years are seen to be of tremendous value, 
The second year after the exposition of 1878 
the exports still further increased to $98,- 
889,209, and the third year fell off slightly to 
$89,844,100. More remarkable still is the 
fact that the United States exports in- 
creased in an almost corresponding ratio 
will all other nations which were represent- 
ed at the same exposition. With regard to 
other international affairs the experience of 
a commercial nature has always been the 
same. | 

With these facts in view, there is no 
question as to what the United States 
could do for the Paris Exposition. France 
was one of the first, if not the first, to re- 
spond to the invitation to take part in the 
Chicago World’s Fair. The United States 
has delayed too long in accepting the re- 
turn invitation. The coming Congress 
should make a liberal appropriation for the 
Paris Exposition. 


THE CHICAGO BUREAU OF CHARITIES. 

The Bureau of Charities has almost com- 
pleted its great undertaking of systematiz- 
ing all of the charity work in the entire City 
of Chicago. Within a few weeks the bureau 
will have within its grasp and under its di- 
rection all of the city’s relief and aid so- 
cieties. 

By experts in philanthropy Chicago has 
‘ong been considered far behind the times in 
the methods used for assisting the poor and 
distressed. With the completion of the new 
system she will then be abreast of any city 
in the world. In the past work has been 
done in a desultory fashion that lacked 
much of producing the most desirable re- 
sults. 
Board of Commissioners writes the bureau 
that of $125,000 spent’ by the county last 
year for the poor no less than one-half was 
wasted. Notonly have taxpayers thus been 
imposed upon, but relief and aid associa- 
tions have been swindled by humbugs on 
every hand. Lack of investigation and 
what is termed “overlapping” have been 
responsible for these evils. The former has 
been the cause of many unworthy alleged 
sufferers receiving assistance, while the lat- 
ter has been the cause of some who were 
really needy receiving mvre help than should 
have been given them. 

“ Overlapping ” means the aiding of the 
poor by severak societies,-each being ig- 
norant of the work done by the others. 
Overlapping has been the greatest of all 


abuses in charity work. In the future all* 


of these difficulties and pernicious practices 
will be stamped out. Work will be done in 
the light instead of in the dark, and, while 
before the efforts which were put forth were 
irregular, scattering, and blind, they will 


‘now be systematized and directed by an in- 


telligent centra] bureau.

‘vulsion of nature, and the fact has been 
made known by the immense icebergs wae 
lodged by theshock. 

The ‘strange messengers have brought 
‘their news slowly. Five years ago, accord- 
ing to the computations of the Hydrographic 
Office of the Navy Department, the earth- 
quake took place. Simce_ that time the 
Southern Sea has been fifled with great 
bergs, slowly drifting northward into nav- 
igable waters, until at last their size and 
numbers have proved beyond doubt that, 
their origin can be found only in some dis- 
turbance of the bed upon which the ant- 
arctic ice cap rests. The information has 
just been given out in the official statement 

by the Hydrographic Office for 
the use of those who go down to the sea in 
ships. 

This is the third and greatest of the re- 
corded upheavals of the ice regions about 


“the south pole. The first took place in 1832, 


the second in 1854, and the recent one, it 1s 
believed, in 1891. It has covered the South- 
ern Sea with bergs. greater than the City 


_of Chicago and rendered navigation to the 


far South unsafe for years to come, for the 
bergs melt slowly. Large masses of ice have 
been met with before by vessels in the South 
Atlantic, but never in such great numbers. 
Capt. Doan of the American ship Francis 
in February, 1898, when the numberof bergs 
oo. began to increase noticeably, passed 
to six icebergs, each several miles in 
oath. and from 300 to 400 feet high, wifh- 
in og win a cand hours, and after a night of 
1 from floating ice found himself at day- 
confronted by an immense barrier of 
ice stretching as far as he could see from 
aloft. This was in latitude 51° 1’ south, 
longitude 49° 15’ west. 


Other Bergs Met With. 


mw December of the same year the British 
_ bark Beechwood met with a monster berg 
in latitude 47° 7’ south, longitude 41° 44’ west. 
Officers of the Beechwood estimated that the 
mass of ice was twenty miles long and be- 
tween 300 and 400 f igh. During the 
same month the Captain of the Drumcraig 
sighted a berg twenty-five or thirty miles 
long and 300 feet high in latitude 49° 34’ 
south, longitude 45° 53’ west. 

The average size of the bergs broken off by 
the recent earthquake is a thing hard to 
@etermine, for they are reported as varying 

greatly. The average, however, is greater 
— in the previous cases of 1832 and 1854. 

e immense size of the masses of ice dis- 
he de by the shock will be appreciated bs 
it is seenthiiberet that only about one-ninth 
of = berg appears above the surface of the 
water. . 

The occurrence of an earthquake alone is 
sufficient.to account for icebergs of this size. 
There are other theories advanced to ac- 
count. for the dislodging of masses of ice 
from the ice cap—the breaking off of the ice 
margin by volcanic eruptions- or by the 
weight of am unusually heavy snowfail, for 
instance—but tnese could hardly givea suffi- 
cient reason for bergs of such unusual di!- 
mensions. Under ordinary conditions the 
number of bergs broken off scems to depend 
directly upon the rapidity of the glacial 


flow. If the ice at the bottom of the glacier 
moves so slowly that the margin in contact 
with the water melts as rapidly as it is 


pushed forward no bergs are formed, except 
perhaps small ones breaking off from the 
< the outer margin. If the flow 
of the g rapid the overhanging end 
is saatiatindty broken off by the weight of 
snow, volcanic action, or its own weight. 
It is in this way that most of the arctic 
bergs are formed, but the arctic bergs are 
all small—100, 200, or 300 feet across. 


Difference in Shape of Bergs. 
The shapes of the icebergs from the two 


_* poles also differ. Those from the north are 


commonly crowned with spires and pinacles 
of ice, while those from the south are com- 
maratively: ‘flat-topped as if broken off from 
‘the. margin of an immense ice field. And this, 
too, points to the-existence of some great 
force, some internal disturbance as _ the 
means of dislodging them. 
Indeed, all features of the appearance of 
the icebergs in the South Atlantic, their.num- 


ber, size, shape, and general nature go to.

The icy barrier from 
which the bergs come is too compact and 
too strong for other means to have been suf- 
ficient. According to reports of explorers 
who have touched the edge of this Antarctic 
ice cap the barriers have the appearance of 
vast chalk cliffs, seemingly solid as the 
earth.

and not infrequently a big safe is dropped 
at the door of his office with the request 
that he attempt toopenit. Not long agothe 
First spouse pe 8 Bank of Effingham, IIlL., sent 
a safe to Mr. ae with the request that 
he break + ha it if he could. The manu- 
facturers of the safe had claimed that it 
was burglarproof and could not be opened 
under any circumstances, barring of course 
a knowledge of the combination, within 
twenty-four hours. The safe was made of 
chrone steel throughout, except the inner- 
most plate, which was mild steel to the 
depth of one-half inch. The body was four 
inches and the door five inches thick. The 
outside plate of the door and the whole 
exterior surface of the safe were one inch 
thick. All the steps of the door were said 
to be absolutely tight, ‘“‘so tight that no 
powdered explosive, powder, or dynamite, 
and no liquid explosive or substitute of like 
consistency can be put through the door into 
the safe or passed from one step to another.”’ 
The door of the safe was provided with a 
double power automatic time lock, with a 
Sunday attachment. A friend of Mr. Rod- 
man had seen the safe in the Effingham 
bank, and on his behalf had wagered that 
it could be opened in three hours’ time. In 
ease of failure the bank was to be reim- 
bursed for the full amount which it paid for 
the safe. The expert was given no opportu- 
nity to examine the interior of the safe. The 
door was sealed before it left Effingham 
and the seals were removed by the person 
who had placed them after the heavy iron 
box reached Chicago and was ready for the 
test. The steel plates of the door were nire 
in number, the first plate being one inch 
thick and the other eight five-tenths of an 
inch. each. They were bolteti together by 
screw bolts placed six inches fror center 
to center. 

This treasure receptacle of the Effingham 
bank was taken to the southern part of the 
city and was there opened in two hours and 
fifty-seven minutes by Mr. Rodman. It was 
placed inside a brick vault and the entire 
work of opening was done without any dam- 
age to the vault and without any noise being 
heard outside of the building in which the 
vault is placed. Ten ounces of explosives 
were used, and the plates were blown off 


one after another and the contents of the 


safe removed. Among other things found 
inside was a guarantee that the affair was 
burglarproof and could not be opened within 
twenty-four hours. 

Opened Safe in Half an Hour. 


Another safe was sent to Mr. Rodman, 
and it, also, was declared to be burglar- 
proof. It had all modern attachments, pres- 
sure bars, tongues, groves, and tack joints. 
It was one of the best specimens of welded 
steel and iron construction, with walls three 
inches thick and doors three and a half 
inches thick, and it was provided with com- 
bination locks governed by a double move- 
ment time arrangement. There were four 
‘make-believe “‘ burglars’’ employed in the 
attack upon this safe. The head burglar 
was Mr. Rodman, andthe assistant burglars 
were three expert mechanics. Their tools 
were two siedges, one jack, two wedges, 
one monkey wrench, four horse blankets, a 
coll of rope, and half a dozen sticks of ead. 
These were the tools which could be seen. 
All the other necessary articles were carried 
fn Mr. Rodman’s pocket. They consisted of 
a small brush, some sealing wax, a diminu- 
tive alcohol lamp for melting the wax, 
matches, a few corks, detonating tubes, a 
funnel tube, leading wires, detonators, dyna- 
mite, and nitro- -glycerine. All of these things 
were in small quantities. The battery for 
firing the explosive was carried in his hand. 
On the outside of this safe were the words 
“ Anti-dynamite, devices,” practically defy- 
ing the experts to make use of these means 
in attempting fo open it. Attention was at- 
tracted to the series of three packed joints, 
which, in the builder’s opinion, evidently 
constituted an embargo against explosives, 
and to the unusually close-fitting door. 

The safe was closed and locked and the 
omen of charging it and wrapping it in 

lankets was begun. When the charge was 
introduced the vault doors were closed but 
not bolted and the charge was fired. The 
noise of the vmegyrege Was no greater than 
would have been made by the hasty closing 
of a door. 

, Was a Complete Wreck. 

When the vault was entered the safe was 
fcund to be thrown upon its side wiih three 
cf its wheels knocked off, while ithe two 
outside layers of the door were ripped off 
bodily thrown against the side of the 
vault. The outside layer was found to be 
composed of five ply welded steel and iron 
one inch thick. This plate was broken into 
half a dozen pieces. he jamb of the door 
was thoroughly disintegrated. .The bottom 
of the sate was almost blown ont, and upon 
examination it was shown that in a few 


j. minutes’ time it could be entirely removed 


by the use of w After a few minutes 
a second charge, one almost itesimal 
+ in size,-was introduced and fred. The bot- 


another absolutely burglar-proof safe. The 
bank now has part of the safe and the burg- | 
lars have $25,000 which it contained. . Nitro- | 
glycerine was introduced into the joint at | 
the top of the safe door. Its discharge re- 
moved the door bodily and of course in- 
stantaneously; the inner chest door was re- 
moved in the same way. From evidence ob- 
tained immediately after the robbery the 
bank officials arrived at the conclusion that 
the time occupied in committing the burg- 
lary could not have exceeded one and one- 
half hours. People sleeping in an adjoining 
building slumbered undisturbed through the 
entire night of the burglary. 


Wrecked Safes Seldom Seen, 


Photographic views of bank safes that 
have; been burglarized have been seldom 
seen, because safemakers are shrewd enough 
to suppress all facts by getting possession 
of the burglarized safes and consigning 
them to oblivion. When a bank safe is 
robbed the maker of the safe is immediately 
notified by telegraph. He responds by send- 
ing an agent and wires the bank to allow 
nobody to see the safe until the agent ar- 
rives. Usually the bank officials follow 
these instructions and consequently in nine 
cases out of ten all information in regard to 
the methods of the burglars is effectually 
suppressed. 

Electricity has caused so many mechanic- 
al revolutions which have been of incalcula- 
ble benefit to mankind that perhaps one 
cannot find fault with it now that it has 
opened a way for easy bank burglaries. 
Other methods of attack were met, and 
though the construction of safes did not 
keep pace with the skill of the assailants, 
save in one or two instances, it may be that 
the thousands of dollars expended for thick 
walls and tempered metal may be more ef- 
fectively employed in buying safeguards to 
put around the.vault and the gold, silver, 
and bonds which its. walls inclose. 


CUTTING OFF THE COREANS’ PIGTAILS 


Great Grief Over an Edict of the Japa-~ 
mese Conquerors. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 9.—The Rev. A. 
F. Moore, a missionary of the Presbyterian 
Church, for four years in Seoul, Corea, has 
arrived here on the steamer Rio enroute for 
home, accompanied by his family. 

Some months ago the Japanese, who dic- 
tated the appointment of the Corean Cab- 
inet, caused the Japanese police.to cut off 
the hair, or topknot, so called, of a great | 
many Coreans. The topknots are a sign of 
distinction. They are worn only by mar- 
ried men, and no:man is supposed to have 
properly asserted himself until he is mar- 
ried and has a topknot. 

The cutting off of these appendages caused 
great grief. There were many remonstran- 
ces and increased dissatisfaction. However, 
things have so far improved now that an 
edict has gone forth allowing the Coreans 
to wear their topknots. The consequence is 
that many whose hair was cut off have 
collected it again and fastened it on, so that 
their happiness has been reéstablishedkk 

The gentleman says that many of the Co- 
reans are embracing Christianity. He says 
there is great disquiet in Corea, and that 
bands of dissatisfied natives are going about 
the country robbing and pillaging. Tray- 
elers are not safe. 

The King, whose consort was murdered 
over a year ago, is still at the Russian Lega- 
tion and largely underits control. There is 
much dissatisfaction because of this. A 
new palace is being built near the legation 
for the King. 


SLANDERS ON AMERICAN APPLES. 


Agrarian Newspapers Say They Con- 
tain Sources of Discase. 
®erlin, Nov. 8.—The great increase in the 
importation ef American apples into Ger- 
many has led the agrarian newspapers to 
agitate in favor of the government taking 
measures to prohibit further imports, alleg- 
ing that sources of disease have been dis- 

covered in recent importations of the fruit. 

Apropos of the attempts of the agrarians 
to restrict American imports. generally, the 
North German Gazette says that the Ameri- 
can- newspapers are badly informed: when 
they assert that the German Government 
contemplates placing further restrictions 
upon the importation of American products. 
The statement that the inspection here of 
all imported tinned meats has been ordered, 
or is about to be ordered, the ene says, 
is also erroneous.

This meant that the lunch hour was short- 
ened to that time, and failure to report 
promptly on time meant a reprimand or 
fine.

Cash girls, cashiers, high sal- 
aried clerks, models, designers, and female 
help of every description were obliged to 
lunch together, and the effect produced by 
the babel of hundreds -of voices and the 
clatter of dishes was not calculated to 
tempt the appetite. 

However, everything in the dining-room 
was scrupulously clean, the ventilation of 
the. store was as nearly perfect as it could 
be with the thousands of people crowding 
every floor, and the proprietors showed 
commendable interest in the personal com- 
fort of their employés.

power, or strength of grip, or any one of a 
dozen other things. But the application of 
the same scheme to a test of the mental 
forces has been ranked among the things 
desirable, but in all likelihood impossible. 
It has, however, been accomplished. By a 
motion of a sensitive needle traveling ove 
graduated scale it is possible to lear? how 
high any one stands as regards mental pow- 
efs in the ranks of men and what may be 
expected from him in the way of brain 
work. 

The “brilliant Frenchman d’Odiardo is 
the inventor of the apparatus by which this 
test may be made. For years he has been 
working on the device, firm in the belief 
that.in ‘the end he would achieve at least a 
fair share of success, though the accomplish- 
ment at which he almed was so great that 
his ideas were commonly regarded as chimer- 
ical. Recently the success has come to him, 
and though as yet the means by which it was 
reached have not been generally made known 


- the results have been openly presented. A 


report of his experiments, with their out- 
come, and the arrangement of the apparatus 
by which the feat was finally accomplished 
has been made to the French Academy of 
Sciences and several of the machines are al- 
ready in use. 

' Now in Use in London. 


Two of these are in London. One is in 
daily use at the Notting Hill Gate Hospital, 
where it is employed in an experimental way 
upon patients and occasionally upon others. 
in the hospital it has been wholly successful. 
The divergence of the needle has been proved 
to vary in a ratio near enough to the 
known mental powers of various persons to 
show that it isindeedatest. It is, of course, 
impossible to tally it exactly because the 
cerebral force of any two individuals can be 
compared without its aid only in a very gen- 
eral manner, but the agreement between the 
defiection of the needle and these general es- 
timates shows at leastthat the needle is in- 
flUenced to a greater or less extent according 
to the subject’s mental equipment. The de- 
flection of the needle has also been noted at 
the hospital in connection with the condition 
of mind at the time of test. The difference 
shown between the times when the sub- 
ject’s mind was distracted, so that no con- 
nected thought was in progress, and the 
times when the mind was concentrated upon 
some one idea hav@been very decided. The 
behavior of the needle under the influence of 
a diseased mind has also been investigated, 
with results which, it is claimed, open upa 
considerable field for investigation as re- 
gards its usefulness in the search for a cure 
for mental disorders. 

The use of the other machine now in Lon- 
don has been obtained by Cheiro, the fam- 
ous palmist. Upon learning of the inven- 
tion Cheiro was at once struck by the op- 
portunities it afforded in application to his 
own line of work, and set about securing one 
of the instruments. He now has it at his 
home in. London and uses it daily in con- 
nection with his reading of palm His 
method is to direct the thought of thé@erson 
whose character he is reading upor differ- 
ent lines, watching the deflection of the: 
needle in every case, and from the results 
deducing the general character of the mind 
under examination. When the thought is: 


turned to subjects of more’than usual inter- | 


est to the person examined, so that the mind 
works naturally and forcibly on the desired 
lines, the needle shows a much more decid- 
ed variation than in cases where a new or 
uninteresting subject is set. Taking advanr- 
tage of this, the palmist, by series of experi- 
mental suggestions, can determine the tastes 
of the individual, the lines upon which most 
of his mental work have been directed, and 
even, it is claimed, the pursuit or general 
style of work in which he is most likely to 
succeed. 
Needle and Hand Agree. 

Chetro has made, in the course of his work, 
a large number of experiments of this kind 
since he first beg@n using the apparatus. 
In almost every particular, he says, the re- 
sults reached by the aid of the sensitive 
needle have been *the same as those derived 
from an inspection of the subject’s palm. 
Indeed, at times he has used the one some- 
what as a check upon the other, proving his

With the in- 
crease of mental force, the greater develop- 
ment of reasoning powers, the greater fac- 


ulty of concentrating the mind upon some. 


One idea, as manifested by differént in@ivid- 
uals, the deflection of the needle increases, 
and even if one neglects the character of the 
inventor and the standing of thosé who have 
tested the apparatus there fs no reason to 
suppose that the results are due to other 
causes than those claimed. 

The possibilities opened up by the instru- 
ment are almost boundless. Until its work- 
ings have been fully mastered and its capa- 
bilities determined it is impossible to grasp 
them all. The chance for a direct and exact 
examination of the mental powers of any 
individual will do away with much that is 
now regarded as indispensable. It is, in 
fact, claimed that it will be possible to asaer- 
tain with a considerable degree of certainty

in what department of life he can best de- 
velop himself. The compurative excellence 
of any person in any sort of work, his ex- 
perience and knowledge of its requirements, 
indeed, nearly all things of the sort which 
are now determined only by experiment and 
trial will be open as the day.

For with 
the first nipping frost of autumn trade be- 
gan to wane with the dispensary druggis 
on three sides of the city. | : 
No phase of life in Chicago presents so 
many contrasts and contradictions as 
that great cosmopolitan eddy which swirls 
about the doors of the dispensary. Its flot- 
sam and jetsam is from every city district 
and from every walk in society. From 
‘Women in séalskin and men tn fur-lined 


handed to him by the apothecary—all are 
there. Its patronage is as wide as is human- 
ity itself. Nearly every medical school in the 
city has this charitable annex, and the éx- 
tent to which the privilege has been abused 
places it in bad odor with both : 
and physicians. The doctor is cheated of his 
fee and the druggist is cheated of his pre- 
scription price by many persons who could 
afford to pay both physician and apothecary. 
But the free dispensary is, and it promises 
to exist for all time, simply: because there 
are hundreds of deserving poor who might 
‘ind relief in no other way. 


How Patients Are Handled. 

The dispensary is an institution for the 
poor only, for the poor.who cannot afford ta 
pay a doctor for a prescription and a drug- 
gist for filling it. It is a part of the medical 
school which supports it and its patrons 


are there to learn of the ills with which 

flesh is afflicted. . | 
When a patient calls at a dispensary for 
the first time he is shown to the examining 
room. He is examined by a physician in 
charge and is then assigned to such a phy- 
sicilan and to such a class-room as his cass 
may interest.

Novel Prescription Counter. 

More than 100 prescriptions are filled here 
every day, and in busy seasons the number ie 
much higher. This great number of prep- 
arations is dealt out. within two hours, and to.

time is saved. In the drug room, whic 
looks out into the waiting-room a a 
little, square- window like that of a way 
ticket office, every drug receptacle bears @ 
number. These numbers run from one to 
175, and (he writing of a prescription means 
that the physician has only to name the 
quantity of such and such a number to be 
weighed out or measured out to an applicant. 
These drugs are all standard mixtures and 


remedy for some unexpected ill has to be 
compounded, but the price of 10 cents 4 
prescription is uniform. 

Bad weather has its effect on the dise- 
pensary trade. A rain or a snow will de- 
crease attendance by one-half, while a warm, 
bright day will bring out the largest pro- 
portion of sufferers. This is due to the fact 
that most of the cases treated at the dis- 


bad weather, is likely to say to himself that 
tomorrow will do as well. With a few 
diseases, too, there may be more or less risk 
taken by a patient in venturing out in bad 
weather. 

That there is such a falling off in dis- 
pensary patronage in the winter season is 
due to the fact that so many of the regular 
patrons go to the poorhouse for the winter, 
The recommendations of their dispensary 
physicians admit them to that refuge, from 
which they emerge in the spring, when it 
is warm enough for them to sleep out of 
doors. Then it is that they begin again, 
taking something for that tired feeling, 


Are Not Experimented Upon. 


There is a popular idea that the patron of 
the free dispensary is the subject for all 
| sorts of experiments. This is a mistake, for 
the reason that for experimental purposes 
a patient must be under constant su isiom 
of the physician; dispensary patients are 
seen only twice a week. 

Again, for the benefit of students who are 
there to learn aright, experimentation would 
be of little value, Occasionally a dispensary 
ease is of such interest that it is taken into 
the college clinics, but evem there treatment 
is according to the most approved practice 

As a matter of truth, the dispensary pa- 
tient has a higher grade of medical service 
than most people can afford to pay for out- 
side. Surgeons who would charge $ or 
more for an operation on patients in their 
private hospitals expend the saine degree of 
knowledge and purpose on the poor beggar 
who hasn’t a dollar. Alist of the physicians 
who are lecturers and demonstrators in the 
great medical schools of mag sy include 
some of the greatest names in the profes 
sioriof medicine and surgery, and all of these 
do dispensary work. :

He had great gifts of wit and in- 
vention, with a curiously small fund ‘of 
science—genius without the knowledge that 
might have given strength to genius, 
impossible, however, to:feel any regret on 
this account, for if Doyle’s drawings had 
been thoroughly learned they would have 
lost their naiveté, He -was intelligent 
enough to make even his lack of science an 
element of success, for he turned it into 
a pretended simplicity. His own face was 
mobile and expressive, and it was evident 
that he passed quickly from one idea to an- 
other without uttering more than a small 
percentage of his thoughts.”’ 


Not Impressed by George Eliot: 


The distinguished people whom Mr. Ham- 
erton met at this time were not all artists. 
Among the others were George Eliot, who 
was then known only to a few as a trans- 
Jator from the German and a contriputor to 
the Westminster Review. He heard her 
talk, but he has no recollection of what she 
said at the time of their first meeting, but 
he remembers that she played the piano 
very well. Among the letters written to 
Hamerton is one from Mr. G. H. Lewes, in 
which he says: 

“We did not go abroad this year, but 
buried ourselves in absolute solitude in Sur- 
rey, near Haslemere, if you know the lovely 
region; and there I worked like a man going 
in for the Senior Wranglership, and Mrs 
Lewes, who was ailing most of the time, 
went on with her new work. 

‘This work, by the way, is a panorama of 
provincial life, to be publisheddn eight parts, 
on alternative months, making four very 
thick volumes when complete. It is a new 
experiment in publishing. 4Vhile she was at 
her art, I was at the higher mathematics,

In Paris Hamerton met Thackeray’s moth- 
er, Mre. Carmichael Smithywho talked about 
her son, but did not say anything of sufficient 
interest for him to write it down. He also 
met the famous Mme. Mohl, who was the 
*‘ oddest looking little figure’’ he had ever 
seen. It was in Paris that Hamerton met 
some one who made a greater impression 
upon him than either Thackeray’s mother 
or Mme. Mohl. It was she who was des- 
tined long afterwards to become his wife. 
At that time she was only 16 years old, but 
wonderfully matured for her years. Ham- 
erton went back to England without declar- 
ing himself. Indeed he seems almost to 
have forgotten her, for he proposed mar- 
riage to two other young women, neither 
of whom gave him “ yes,’’ probably because 
they felt the half«heartedness. of his pro- 
posals. Without knowing it he was really 
in love with the little French girl, and he 
went over to Paris and told herso. She was 


not at all surprised, for she more than sus-- 


pected his feelings toward herself when he 
went away. Nor was she slow to acknowl- 
edge that she had not forgotten the young 
Englishman. ; 


Hamerton’s Later Life. 


After their marriage they cameto England 
to live, and Hamerton bought an island in 
the lake country, where they were living 
in peace and happiness till the breaking 
out of the Civil War in the United States, 
which caused him the loss of the greater 
part of his modest fortune, as it destroyed 
the market for his wares. It was then that 
he saw that he must work to support his 
family, and he at once set himself seriously 
to writing and painting. It is thus that En- 
glish literature was enriched and the art of 
etching given a new lease of life. Hamer- 
ton was not fitted by temperament for 
work, but he never shirked it, and, every 
new book that was ordered was written with 
enthusiasm. Nothing but the out of doors 
life that he lived, notwithstanding his seden- 
tary labors, enabled him to live as long as 
he did. 

Perhaps if he had been allowed to finish 
his autobiography he would not have told 
us what it cost him to work as he did. His 
wife, who feels the sacrifice keenly, wishes 
us to know at what cost he worked. He 
wrote so gayly that one who did avt know 
would think that it was all a pastime, but 
now we know that it was not, and we won- 
der at his pluck and endurance. 

IT need hardly say ‘that this fragment of 
autobiography with the accompanying 
memoir will take a high place with books 
of its class. It is most interesting from the 
circumstances of its writing, as well as 
from the way that writing is done.

No matter what troubled the subject, the

pay for the drugs at wholesale prices. 


Spenks Well of Dispensaries. 


“The dispensary doctor and the dispen- 
sary druggist are not to be sneezed at,”’ said 
a well-known physician. ‘One trouble 
with both of them is that they are too good, 
thus laying themselves open to imposition 
on the part of the well-to-do. 

“Contrasting the treatment of the mill- 
jonaire with that of the dispensary patient 
the world at large would not be inclined to 
consider that the beggar patient has the 
best chance for life, all things being equal 
as to the disease. But he has. 

‘‘ When the rich man becomes ill leading 
doctors are summoned from all sides. With 
half a dozen great physicians in the house 
nothing can be done until after a consulta- 
tion. In the consultation one doctor pro- 
poses tkjs, another that, a third will not 
coincide with either, and as they wrangle in 
secret death slips to the bedside of the rich 
patient.

CONSUL PULLED THE SPANIARD’S NOSE 


Our Active, Patriotic Agent in Sagua 
la Grande Cowed a Fellow 
Whe Insulted Him. 


Private authoritative advices from Sagua 
la Grande, Cuba, deny the Havana report 
that United States Consul Barker was ar- 
rested in Sagua recently after a public quar- 
rel with Carreras, a guerilla chief. 

Consul Barker was insulted in public re- 
eently by a rich and influential Spaniard of 
Sagua, named Pedro Mora, and he pulled 
Mora’s nose. The latter “ took his medi- 
cine ’’’ without daring to resent the Consul’s 
vigorous retaliation. | 

Mora’s conduct was due to the fact that 
Consul Barker has most actively cham- 
pioned “American victims of Spanish perse- 
cution in Sagua; for this reason also he has 
been complained of by the Spanish authori- 
ties, who have found him a thorn in the 
flesh. 

The report that he had had trouble with 
Carreras grew out of the fact that that mur- 
derer of “‘ pacificos,”’ together with Olavar- 
ietta,. were deposed and imprisoned as a re- 
sult of the disclosure of their crimes made 
by a staff correspondent of the World, which 
disclosures seem in some way to have been 
attributed wrongfully to the Consul. 

People of Sagua are looking eagerly to the 
civilized nations to interfere and put an end 
to the war which Spain has waged so cruelly.

Range Finder and Relocator Invented 
by Lieut. W. C. Rafferty Enables 
Operator to Sight Cannon Without 
Seeing the Enemy—He May Be Close 

to the Gun or Par Away-—Govern-< 


ment Tests Show Great Accuracy of 
Aim. : 


HE improvement of arms of offensé, 
Say those who look upon war as & 
remnant of barbarism, is an excellent 
thing, because before long invention 
will have reached a point which will make 
people afraid to go to war atall. And cer- 
.tainly facts tend to bear out the statement. 
_ The Fortification Board, consisting of Gen, 
N. A. Miles, President: Col. R. T. Frank,

Ayres, has just finished its periodical inveé- 
tigation. At Fort Wadsworth the board in- 
spected a range finder and relocator for use 
with big guns, invented by First Lieut. W, 
C. Rafferty, In view of the fact that Con- 
gress is about to take steps to protect the 
chief American seaports and Chicago, per 
haps, the invention and the result of the 
tests are things of interest. 

The range finder approaches, if it has not 
reached, the goal of certainty in aim sought 
by students of military science. It removes 
from war the flavor of a man hunt, and 
makes it instead a series of mathematical 
calculations. It enables an operator, under 
cover, without exposing himself to the fire 
of the enemy, to throw shot after shot with- 
in a few feet of a target a half-dozen miles 
away with almost absolute accuracy. And 
it requires no gunner of phenomena! skill to 


gence, after once learning the mechanical 
routine to be followed, can work and sight 
the gun in fwenty seconds. When :t is re- 
membered that once firing a modern gum 
costs from $500 to $2,500, the saving of am- 
munition as well as the increase of efficiency 
will be appreciated. 


Method of Operation. 


service of two observers, one at each end of 
a “ base line,”’ and an operator at the gun. 
The observers on the “ base line” are at 
some distance from the gun and in positions 
which give them a good view of the sea. 
Each has a telescope trained on the horizon. 
On the approach of a hostile ship each trains 
his telescope upon it, and after signaling the 
other takes the bearing of the vessel frorm 
his point of observation. These two hbear- 
ings, being taken at the same moment, give 
the vessel’s exact location.

The relocator consists of a dial with hands 
-pivoted at the center of a half circle, Onthe 
dial are all the points of the compass, to<- 
ward which the telescopes may be directed, 
The operator immediately swings one hand 
to the bearing reperted by the first observer, 
and the other to that reported by the second, 
Between the hands he slidés a short rule, 
bearing a fixed relation to the length of the 
** base line,”” until it touches both hands. 
On the rule is a notch marking the position 
of the gun on the base line. At this 
he maxes a dot on the dial. Removing the 
rule, he turns one of the hands until it covers 
the dot. On the edge of the hands is a scale 
of degrees, and the line of this scale, which 
covers the dot, shows how many degrees to 
either side of a line perpendicular to the 
parapet the gun must be aimed. Another 
scale on top of the hand shows in the same 
way the elevation required, 

After learning with exactitude these two 
facts the gun is set correspondingly. On a 
signal it rises clear of the parapet, is dis- 
charged, and instantly drops back out of 
sight into position to be loaded again. 

Operator Is Not Exposed. 

The operator at the gun need never see tha 
enemy. He may be located close to the gun 
or a distance away, and in action the enemy 
can have not the slightest idea of the position 
from which the firing of the gun is directed, 
It is the idea of the inventor to locate the 
range-finder house in a casemate where ne 
missile can reach the operator. | 

The location of a vessel by the range-finder 
is so exact that it Is believed there will be 
no more difficulty experienced in throwin 
shot into a vessel eight miles away than ! 
it were close at hand. In the recent govern- 
ment tests two shots were fired by aid of the 
Rafferty range-finder at a target consisting 
of a barrel and a small flag more than three 
miles distant... The first shot struck the

from behind or in the gunner’s face. All the 
conditions have great effect upon large pro@- 
jectiles, which sometimes overshoot the 
mark by several hundred yards, fall short, 
or diverge to right or left. 

The range-finder can be used in torpedo 
warfare and in determining the distance 
from shore of shipwrecked vessels and the 
exact length of a life-line to be thrown by
